ABSTRACTS  OF  RECORDS  OF  1917 


ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING,  MARCH  24,  1917 


FRANK  C.  SMITH,  Moderator. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Arthur  B.  Whitney  it  was  unanimously 
voted:  That  the  order  of  business  be  suspended  for  the  pre- 
sentation of  a  resolution,  and  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted : 

That  it  be  resolved  by  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Plym- 
outh, in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  in  Town  Meet- 
ing; assembled,  this  twenty-fourth  day  of  March,  1917. 

First:  That  the  necessity  be  urged  upon  the  President  and 
Congress  of  the  United  States,  of  making  immediate  and  ade- 
quate preparations  to  meet  the  contingencies  of  war,  and  for 
the  protection  of  the  lives  of  American  Citizens,  on  land  and 
sea. 

Second:  That  we  pledge  to  the  President  our  loyal,  reso- 
lute and  united  support  in  every  measure  requisite  to  the  en- 
forcement and  maintenance  of  our  national  rights  and  our 
national  duties. 

And  that  a  copy  of  this  resolve  be  sent,  under  the  seal  o£ 
the  Town  of  Plymouth,  to  President  Woodrow  Wilson,  the 
Senators  in  Congress  from  Massaachusetts  and  to  the  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress  from  this  District. 

Then  on  motion  of  Mr.  Arthur  Lord  it  was  unanimously 
voted :  In  order  that  Plymouth  may  be  ready  in  the  event  of 
any  national  emergency  to  cooperate  with  the  Federal  and 
State  officials  to  the  full  extent  of  her  resources,  the  Board  of 


Selectmen  are  hereby  authorized  and  requested  to  appoint  a 
committee  of  fifteen,  at  least  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  member 
of  said  board,  to  be  known  as  the  Plymouth  Committee  of 
Public  Safety,  to  work  under  and  assist  the  Governor  and  the 
Massachusetts  Committee  on  Public  Safety.  This  Committee 
shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  and  increase  its  membership. 

Article  three : 

On  motion  of  William  S.  Kyle  it  was  unanimously  voted : 
That  the  Citizens  of  Plymouth,  in  annual  Town  Meeting  as- 
sembled, respectfully  request  the  Joint  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  of  the  General  Court  to  report  such  legislation  as- 
will,  if  enacted,  provide  for  carrying  into  effect  the  recom- 
mendations for  Plymouth  unanimously  agreed  upon  by  the 
Pilgrim  Tercentenary  Commission  in  its  report  to  the  pres- 
ent legislature. 

On  motion  of  George  B.  Howland:  voted,  that  the  reports 
of  the  several  Boards  of  Officers  and  Committees  of  the  Town 
be  accepted  and  placed  on  file. 

Article  four: 

On  motion  of  Edward  L.  Burgess:  voted,  that  the  Town 
authorize  the  Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Select- 
men or  a  majority  thereof,  to  borrow  during  the  financial  year 
beginning  January  1,  1918,  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of 
said  year,  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
current  expenses  of  the  Town,  but  not  exceeding  two  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  ($250,000.00)  dollars,  giving  the  notes  of 
the  Town  therefor,  payable  within  one  year  from  the  dates 
thereof.  All  debts  incurred  under  the  authority  of  this  vote 
shall  be  paid  from  the  revenue  of  said  financial  year.

Mr.  Elmer  E.  Avery  moved  that  the  Town  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $250.00  in  aid  of  the  Manomet  Public  Library:  the 
necessary  two  thirds  having  voted  in  the  affirmative  the  mo- 
tion was  carried.

Mr.  Elmer  E.  Avery  moved  that  the  town  appropriate  for 
Parks  the  sum  of  $1,900.00;  the  necessary  two  thirds  voting 
in  the  affirmative,  the  motion  was  carried.

Mr.  Elmer  E.  Avery  moved  that  the  Town  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $225.00  to  defray  the  expenses  of  Memorial  Day;  more 
than  two  thirds  voting  in  the  affirmative  the  motion  was  car- 
ried.

On  motion  of  George  B.  Howland,  Voted:  That  the  Town 
authorized  the  Selectmen  to  renew  any  note  or  notes  heretofore 
authorized,  which  are  now  due  or  may  become  due  the  present 
year,  for  such  time  and  on  such  terms  as  thev  may  deem  ex- 
pedient for  the  best  interests  of  the  Town.

On  motion  of  Charles  C.  Doten,  Voted:  That  the  Town  auth- 
orize the  Selectmen  to  transfer  from  time  to  time  the  money 
from  the  Reserve  Fund,  to  such  other  accounts  as  in  their 
opinion  may  be  necessary.

On  motion  of  Alton  D.  Edes,  Voted:  That  the  Officers  of  the 
Town  authorized  by  law  to  expend  money,  may  expend  between

That  it  be  resolved  by  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth 
in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  in  Town  Meeting  as- 
sembled this  twenty-fourth  clay  of  March,  1917. 

First :  That  the  necessity  be  urged  upon  the  President  and 
Congress  of  the  United  States,  of  making  immediate  and  ade- 
quate preparations  to  meet  the  contingencies  of  war,  and  for 
the  protection  of  the  lives  of  American  citizens  on  land  or  sea. 

Second:  That  we  pledge  to  the  President  our  loyal,  resolute 
and  united  support  in  every  measure  requisite  to  the  enforce- 
ment and  maintenance  of  our  national  rights  and  our  national 
duties. 

And  that  a  copy  of  this  resolve  be  sent  under  the  seal  of  the 
Town  of  Plymouth,  to  President  Woodrow  Wilson,  the  Senators 
in  Congress  from  Massachusetts  and  to  the  Representative  in 
Congress  from  this  district.

REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Citizens  of  Plymouth : 

The  past,  year  has  been  a  busy  one  in  Town  affairs,  not  only 
on  account  of  the  extra  work  entailed  on  the  'Street  Depart- 
ment by  the  various  street  widenings,  but  our  entry  into  the 
War  has  seriously  disturbed  all  of  the  plans  that  were  in  pro- 
cess of  being  carried  out  for  Public  Improvement. 

The  expense  of  carrying  on  the  Town's  business  has  been 
materially  increased  in  some  Departments  by  unforseen  cir- 
cumstances. The  widening  of  Sandwich  street  for  which  esti- 
mates were  made  in  1915  and  which  contemplated  only  a  re- 
pairing of  the  road  and  sidewalk  surface,  when  actually  com- 
menced, made  a  complete  change  of  plan  necessary.  It  seemed 
wise  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  make  these  improvements 
in  such  a  maimer  that  when  completed  there  would  be  a  per- 
manent and  satisfactory  sidewalk  and  road  bed  that  would 
obviate  the  necessity  of  any  repairs  for  a  long  time.  This  of 
course  made  the  appropriations  entirely  inadequate  and  it  was 
thought  proper  to  ask  the  Town  for  sufficient  funds  for  this 
purpose.  This  was  done  at  a  special  Town  Meeting  and  the 
money  asked  for  was  voted.  We  believe  that  any  one  viewing 
the  work  will  agree  that  it  was  a  wise  conclusion. 

The  work  on  Main  Street  which  consists  of  one  side  of  the 
street  being  paved  with  stone  blocks,  the  joints  grouted  with  ce- 
ment, while  not  down  long  enough  to  make  any  sure  conclusion, 
appears  to  be  a  substantial  job  and  will  be  an  economy  for  the 
future.  There  was  a  misunderstanding  in  regard  to  this  piece 
of  work  and  if  the  matter  had  been  presented  more  in  detail 
to  the  Board  it  is  doubtful  if  the  work  would  have  been  done 
on  account  of  the  large  expense  involved. 
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The  road  work  in  the  outlying  districts  has  been  made  dif- 
ficult particularly  in  the  Long  Pond  section  on  account  of  the 
former  Road  Surveyor  refusing  a  reappointment.  We  have 
not  succeeded  in  getting  anyone  to  take  his  place  and  what 
work  has  been  done  there  has  been  handled  from  this  end  and 
has  naturally  been  more  difficult  to  accomplish. 

In  the  Cedarville  District  the  changes  made  in  the  road 
grade  by  the  Plymouth  and  Sandwich 'Street  R.  R.  have  neces- 
itated  a  large  amount  of  cutting  and  filling.  This  expense 
while  nominally  a  charge  against  the  R.  R.  has  not  as  yet  been 
collected  and  has  reduced  the  Road  Appropriation  very  ma- 
terially. 

There  has  been  a  large  amount  of  work  done  on  the  side- 
walks more  particularly  away  from  the  Main  streets.  A  great 
many  feet  of  cement  curb  laid  on  some  of  the  streets  where 
before  there  was  no  curb  at  all  has  resulted  in  a  very  noticable 
improvement  in  the  conditions  generally.  A  suitable  curb 
keeps  the  walk  in  its  proper  place  and  seems  to  be  an  incentive 
for  the  abutters  to  keep  their  own  premises  in  better  condition. 

A  number  of  granolithic  walks  have  been  made  in  various 
localities  and  there  has  been  a  very  considerable  improvement 
in  sidewalk  conditions. 

A  number  of  new  sewers  have  been  put  in,  notably  on  Sav- 
ery's  avenue.  This  takes  care  of  a  number  of  houses  that 
formally  had  no  sewer  facilities  and  provides  ample  sewerage 
for  the  street  in  the  future. 

It  has  been  the  custom  of  the  department  to  use  large 
quantities  of  dust  laying  oil  on  the  streets,  not  only  to  keep 
down  the  dust,  but  to  get  the  permanent  improvement  that 
such  oiling  gives.  The  past  year,  however,  the  price  of  the  oil 
went  to  such  prohibitive  figures,  and  the  oil  itself  proved  to  be 
of  such  inferior  quality  that  after  a  trial  the  use  of  it  was 
abandoned. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  will  give  in  de- 
tail the  various  items  of  expense  and  also  a  more  complete  list 
of  the  many  improvements. 


0 
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The  work  of  the  Police  Department  has  been  carried  on  in  an 
efficient  manner  and  the  conditions  with  regard  to  Public 
morals  have  been  very  favorably  commented  on  by  visitors 
and  others.  The  statistics  of  police  work  will  be  found  in  the 
report  of  the  Chief  of  Police. 

It  was  found  necessary  near  the  end  of  the  year  to  call  a 
special  meeting,  of  the  town  for  the  purpose  of  increasing 
some  of  the  appropriations.  This  was  done  but  the  question 
of  the  legality  of  the  call  was  raised  by  the  Committee  of  Fifteen 
and  it  was  thought  better  to  postpone  the  meeting  and  issue  a 
new  call.  This  was  done  and  the  appropriations  were  made. 
But  the  two  weeks  intervening  brought  such  a  change  in  weath- 
er conditions  that  much  of  the  work  contemplated  had  to  be 
abandoned.  This  has  resulted  in  an  unfortunate  condition  par- 
ticularly on  Samoset  Street,  where  a  drain  was  in  process  of 
construction.  The  freezing  weather  has  prevented  the  com- 
pletion of  this  project  and  the  abuttors  have  been  seriously 
discommoded  by  surface  water  which  this  drain  was  supposed 
to  care  for. 

The  coming  year  promises  to  be  one  of  unusual  stress  and 
worry.  We  are  being  constantly  reminded  from  Washington 
that  all  expense  not  absolutely  necessary  must  be  done  away 
with.  No  new  enterprises  are  to  be  started  and  everything 
kept  down  to  the  very  lowest  figure  consistent  with  safety.  It 
is  also  going  to  be  difficult  to  raise  money  especially  for  new 
work  and  the  Board  would  strongly  advise  the  Departments 
of  the  Town  to  make  their  requests  for  funds  as  small  as  pos- 
sible. With  the  demands  that  are  being  made  on  the  people 
at  the  present  and  the  surety  that  these  demands  will  be  larger 
rather  than  smaller,  it  is  wise  to  keep  the  Town's  expenses  as 
low  as  possible,  that  the  citizens  may  not  be  confronted  with 
a  largely  increased  tax  rate. 

The  Town  has  had  in  the  past  year  a  persistant  demand 
made  on  it  by  the  officials  of  the  Plymouth  and  Sandwich 
Street  R.  P.  for  the  payment  of  the  $50,000  voted  contingent- 
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ly  in  1911.  The  Selectmen  have  taken  the  position  that  the 
road  is  not  completed  and  financed  in  the  manner  contemplat- 
ed by  the  Town  when  the  subscription  was  proposed.  The 
railroad  has  taken  this  matter  to  the  Supreme  Court  and  in  a 
hearing,  held  before  Judge  DeCourcy  he  refused  the  roads  pe- 
tition for  a  mandamus  compelling  the  Town  to  take  the  stock, 
agreeing  with  the  position  taken  by  the  Selectmen.  This 
matter  may  be  carried  farther  but  will  probably  result  in  the 
same  conclusion.  This  is  an  unfortunate  matter  as  a  lot  of 
ill  feeling  has  been  manifested  and  it  seems  probable  that  the 
ill  advised  construction  of  the  road  at  this  most  inopportune 
time  will  result  in  the  abandonment  of  it  altogether.  There 
is  apparently  a  large  falling  off  of  business  in  the  last  few 
years  and  the  road  according  to  its  own  report  to  the  Eailroad 
Commissioners  does  not  pay  its  running  expenses,  and  has 
not  for  some  time  past. 

Lighting  of  the  streets  has  continued  as  usual,  a  number  of 
new  lights  (8)  having  been  added  as  called  for.  Under  the 
ruling  of  the  Fuel  Conservation  Board  we  took  up  the  matter 
of  reducing  the  number  of  lights  with  the  Electric  Light  Co. 
and  they  offered  to  relieve  the  Town  of  a  part  of  the  so  called 
White  Way  until  such  time  as  the  Fuel  shortage  was  over. 
The  Town  is  still  amply  lit.  There  is  a  constant  call  for 
lights  in  places  where  there  are  none  and  this  expense  will  un- 
doubtedly increase.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Plymouth,  Massachusetts. 
Gentlemen: — I  herewith  submit  my  report  of  the  Street  De- 
partment for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1917. 


EOADS  AND  BRIDGES. 

Under  this  heading  is  included  the  maintenance  of  bridges, 
fences,  about  two  hundred  miles  of  highway  and  drains,  and 
the  cleaning  of  gutters  and  streets.  ♦ 

The  Watson  Ellis,  Eel  River  and  Hayden's  Mills  bridges  have 
been  replanked  the  past  year. 

These  wooden  bridges  are  a  large  bill  of  expense,  and  should 
be  replaced  by  reenforced  concrete  bridges.  A  year  ago  the 
wooden  bridge  at  Halfway  Pond  was  replaced  by  one  of  the 
above  mentioned  concrete  bridges,  made  by  a  reenforced  con- 
crete slab  laid  on  walls  of  stone  set  in  cement,  with  an  iron 
railing  for  a  fence.  Without  a  doubt  this  bridge  will  last  for 
years  without  any  outlay,  and  will  also  carry  the  heaviest 
loads.  It  seems  to  me  that  it  would  be  well  for  the  town  to 
replace  all  wooden  bridges,  as  they  come  to  need  repairing, 
with  concrete  ones,  thereby  saving  the  constant  outlay.  Eei 
River  bridge  is  in  need  of  repairs  at  the  present  time,  and  as 
it  is  called  upon  to  carry  such  a  large  amount  of  traffic  it 
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should  be  the  rirst  one  to  receive  attention.  Such  a  bridge 
could  be  planned  to  be  sightly  as  well  as  serviceable. 

It  may  appear  that  the  above  mentioned  repairs  should  have 
been  made  of-  a  permanent  nature,  but  the  general  appropriation 
has  not  been  large  enough  to  warrant  such  expenditure,  and 
still  have  enough  to  care,  in  a  small  way,  for  the  two  hundred 
miles  of  highway.  A  special  appropriation  should  be  made  for 
concrete  bridges. 

Six  hundred  feet  of  new  fencing  have  been  built  and  painted, 
and  a  large  number  of  the  old  fences  have  been  repaired  and 
painted. 

Court  Street,  from  Samoset  to  Lothrop,  has  been  rebuilt  with 
a  four  inch  tarvia  X  penetration  job,  and  sealed  with  Bermudez 
Asphalt  and  %  inch  trap  rock. 

Alden  Street,  from  Zceth  Clark's  house  to  Court  Street; 
Stafford  Street;  Pleasant  Street,  from  Franklin  to  South; 
South  Street,  from  Sandwich  to  Whiting;  South  Street,  from 
William  Raymond's  to  Braley  Lane ;  Mt.  Pleasant  Street,  from 
Sandwich  to  Whiting;  Allerton  Street,  from  Samoset  to  Cush- 
man;  Russell  Street;  Stoddard  Street;  High  Street;  Sections 
of  Woods,  Stephens,  Oak,  and  South  Streets  have  been  resur- 
faced. Also  a  very  large  amount  of  roads  in  the  Chiltonville, 
Manomet,  Long  Pond,  South  Pond,  and  Cedarville  Districts 
have  been  recovered.  A  number  of  other  streets  were  recov- 
ered with  the  material  removed  from  Main  Street  before  re- 
building that  street. 

West  Pond  Road  has  been  in  a  very  poor  condition, 
owing  to  the  use  of  heavy  motor  trucks,  hauling  boards  from  the 
saw  mill.  During  the  Fall  and  Winter  a  section  of  this  road 
has  been  covered  with  cinders,  which,  once  worked  in,  will  make 
a  fair  road. 

The  scraper  has  been  used  on  the  roads  of  the  outlying  dis- 
tricts to  quite  an  extent,  which  put  them  in  fair  condition, 
but  the  large  amount  of  auto  travel  and  the  heavy  rains  make 
it  necessary  for  the  Street  Department  to  expend  an  unusual 
amount  of  money  and  attention  on  these  roads. 

i 
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Owing,  to  the  resurfacing  of  Warren  Avenue  by  the  State,  it 
became  necessary  for  the  Town  to  reimburse  the  State  High- 
way Department  to  the  amount  of  $43.79  for  a  small  section 
of  the  road  owned  by  the  Town  at  Eel  River  Bridge. 

Court  Street,  from  Cherry  to  Nelson;  Water  Street,  from 
K.  Ei.  Station  to  Chilton  Street;  Sandwich  Street,  from  Car 
Barn  to  No.  221;  three  small  sections  of  Summer  Street;  and 
a  section  of  Samoset  Street  have  been  covered  with  a  coat  of 
Tarvia  B  and  sand,  and  the  Darby  Road  has  been  patched  with 
the  same. 

The  Steam  Roller  has  been  used  to  smooth  out  a  number  of 
the  gravel  roads. 

The  Jordan  Road  from  Jabez  Corner,  south  for  about  three 
miles,  should  be  rebuilt,  as  it  is  in  very  bad  shape.  The  road 
originally  was  a  four  inch  water  bound  macadam,  which  is  not 
heavy  enough  to  stand  the  ten  and  twelve  ton 'loads  to  and  from 
the  Rubber  Mill.  A  portion  of  this  road  should  be  rebuilt 
this  Coming  season. 

Quite  a  drain  on  the  general  appropriation  has  been  caused 
by  the  poor  condition  in  which  the  Plymouth  &  Sandwich  Street 
Railway  Company  left  the  highway  after  laying,  their  tracks 
through  Cedarville.  In  some  places  the  car  track  was  three 
feet  above  the  road,  and  in  others  as  much  below  the  road,  and 
they  refused  to  grade  same  as  called  for  in  their  franchise.  At 
the  present  time  this  grading,  that  has  been  forced  upon  the 
Town,  is  less  than  half  done,  and  has  already  cost  the  town 
$1,044.17. 

A  small  section  of  road  at  the  head  of  Buttermilk  Bay 
has  been  resurfaced  at  a  cost  of  $78.60. 

The  sections  between  the  car  rail  and  the  crossings  at  the 
foot  of  North  Russell,  South  Russell,  Vernon,  Samoset,  Cush- 
man  and  Allerton  Streets  have  been  reconstructed  with  cement 
grouted  paving. 

Cement  catch  basins  have  been  placed  at  the  junction  of 
Stafford  and  Mayflower  Streets;  Alden  and  Allerton  Streets; 
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two  at  the  foot  of  Cus'hman  Street;  and  two  at  Jabez  Corner, 
which  help  to  keep  sand  from  filling  drain  pipes. 

825  feet  of  12"  pipe  were  laid  to  drain  Jackson's  Meadow  on 
Newfields  Street. 

A  great  deal  of  trouble  has  been  caused  by  the  drain  easterly 
of  the  Samoset  Garage,  making  it  necessary  to  lay  a  new  twel  ve 
inch  pipe  which  now  takes  care  of  the  trouble. 

For  many  years  the  water  from  the  streets  has  been  running 
into  private  property  in  various  parts  of  the  town,  and  as  time 
goes  on,  the  town  will  have  before  it  quite  a  problem,  if  this 
matter  is  not  attended  to  in  the  near  future,  as  more  and  more 
property  owners  are  making  complaints  each  year.  I  would 
suggest  that  a  topographical  map  of  the  town  be  made,  where- 
by a  system  of  drainage  can  be  installed. 

1,166  square  yards  of  new  gutters  have  been  paved  and  many 
of  the  old  gutters  have  been  repaired. 

An  average  of  $25.00  a  day  is  required  for  six  or  seven 
months  of  the  year  for  cleaning  streets  and  gutters.  This  may 
appear  to  be  an  exorbitant  amount  for  such  a  purpose,  but  said 
amount  includes  the  cleaning  up  of  leaves,  paper,  and  other 
refuse  from  the  streets  and  gutters,  and  keeping  the  drains 
under  the  crossings  clear,  and  the  cleaning  of  catch  basins. 
This  expenditure  could  be  curtailed  to  some  extent  if  individ- 
uals would  be  a  little  more  careful  about  leaving  loose  paper:-:, 
leaves,  etc.  about  their  property,  which  often  times  blow  into 
the  street,  making  the  expense  for  caring  for  same  fall  on  the 
Town. 

Special  attention  should  be  given  to  signboards  about  the 
the  town.  The  majority  of  nearby  towns  have  signs  directing 
autoists  to  Plymouth,  and  it  seems  that  Plymouth  should  have 
some  of  these  signboards  directing  strangers  to  other  towns. 
A  person  coming  into  this  town  has  no  way  of  knowing  which 
road  to  take  unless  he  stops  and  makes  inquiries. 
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SIDEWALKS. 

8980.5  square  yards  of  cinder  walks  have  been  built.  These 
walks  are  made  of  six  inches  of  ashes,  rolled,  and  then  covered 
with  an  inch  of  crushed  stone. 

1165.8  square  yards  of  granolithic  walks  have  been  laid,  half 
of  the  expense  of  same  being  borne  by  the  abutters. 

The  tar  walks  have  been  patched  to  a  large  extent. 

Quite  a  number  of  the  granite  curbs  have  been  reset,  and 
3458.8  feet  of  cement  curbs  have  been  built. 

A  new  cement  mixer  was  purchased  early  in  the  Spring  and 
has  been  a  great  time  and  labor  saver. 


SEWEES. 

680  feet  of  eight  inch  pipe  have  been  laid  on  Savery  Avenue, 
at  a  cost  of  $760.12. 

There  have  been  a  number  of  obstructions  in  the  main  pipes 
which  have  been  removed  and  the  pipes  repaired.  Also  a  large 
number  of  service  pipes  have  been  cleared.  The  labor  on  tho 
service  pipes  is  paid  for  by  the  Town  out  of  the  Sewer  appro- 
priation, but  the  owners  of  the  sewers  reimburse  the  town,  the 
money  going  into  the  Town  Treasury,  as  the  state  law  requires, 
instead  of  back  into  the  Sewer  appropriation. 

Early  last  Spring,  a  Lighter  laid  on  the  outlet  of  the  sewer 
off  Capt.  Craig's  wharf  and  broke  the  14"  iron  pipe,  which, 
owing  to  the  pipes  being  at  low  water  level  caused  consider- 
able expense  to  repair  as  all  work  had  to  be  done  on  the  lowest 
tides. 
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STREET  SPRINKLING. 

Very  little  water  has  been  used  on  the  streets  except  in  the 
center  of  the  town. 

Approximately  27,000  gallons  of  dust  layer  have  been  used. 


SNOW  REMOVAL. 

The  expense  for  removing  snow  and  sanding  walks  has  been 
quite  heavy.  Two  new  snow  plows  have  been  purchased  as  they 
were  greatly  needed. 


COURT  STREET  CONSTRUCTION. 

The  section  of  the  road  between  the  car  rails  from  North 
Russell  Street  to  Clyfton  Street  has  been  rebuilt  with  a  four 
inch  tarvia  penetration  job. 


SAMOSET  STREET. 

The  section  of  Samoset  Street  remaining  unfinished  last  year 
has  been  completed,  and  the  whole  new  roadway  covered  with 
a  seal  coat  of  tarvia  and  sand.  A  highway  fence  has  also  been 
built  where  needed.

MAIN  STREET  WIDENING. 

Main  Street  has  been  widened  from  Leyden  to  Middle.  The 
roadway  from  the  east  car  rail  to  the  curb  is  constructed  of 
eight  inch  granite  blocks  grouted  with  cement,  on  a  four  inch 
foundation  of  sand.  This  construction  is  estimated  by  experts 
to  be  of  a  hundred  years  duration  or  more.  A  section  of  this 
kind  of  road  should  be  laid  each  year  so  that  in  time  there  will 
be  a  stretch  of  it  from  Seaside  Line  to  Jabez  Corner.  While 
it  is  a  little  more  expensive  to»  get  through  a  road,  of  this  con- 
struction in  the  event  of  a  break  in  a  water  pipe,  or  trench 
work,  it  can  be  replaced  in  its  original  condition,  while  it  is 
impossible  to  do  so  with  tarviated  macadam  roads.  Further- 
more, this  sort  of  construction  may  be  flushed  or  sprinkled  to 
any  extent  without  danger  of  damage,  where  tar  roads  are 
continually  being  damaged  by  water,  either  rain  or  sprinkling. 

The  old  curb  has  been  replaced  by  new  granite  curb,  and  a 
granolithic  walk  laid,  with  iron  doors  to  the  areas. 

The  cement  grouted  roadway,  and  the  change  in  the  grades 
making  it  necessary  to  put  a  granolithic  walk  part  way  down 
Leyden  and  Middle  Streets  to  conform  with  the  old  grades  on 
said  streets,  made  it  necessary  to  ask  for  an  extra  appropria- 
tion at  the  Pall  Town  Meeting. 


SANDWICH  ST  BEET  WIDENINGTS. 

Howe's  Lane,  North. 
The  widening  at  Howe's  Lane  is  completed,   the  roadway 
being  of  four  inch  tarvia  penetration,  with  a  six  inch  field  stone 
foundation,  sealed  with  Bermudez  Asphalt  and  %"  trap  rock. 
The  walk  is  of  cinders  and  crushed  stone,  with  a  cement  curb. 

Lincoln  Street,  South. 
A  cement  curb  has  been  laid  from  Lincoln  Street  to  the 


car  barn,  leaving  100'  to  be  completed.  Two  sections  of  grano- 
lithic walk  are  done.  The  roadway  as  far  as  Fremont  Street 
is  now  read)-  for  the  seal  coat.  The  remainder  of  the  work 
will  be  completed  as  soon  as  weather  will  permit. 

Water  Street  to  Lincoln  Street. 
The  construction  of  this  job  is  the  same  as  that  of  Howe's 
Lane,  Xorth,  with  the  exception  of  the  walk,  which  in  this 
case  is  granolithic,  and  is  completed  with  the  exception  of  the 
seal  coat  on  the  roadway,  and  a  small  section  of  the  walk. 

Sandwich  and  Market  Streets. 
A  section  on  Sandwich  Street  of  about  500  square  yards  has 
been  rebuilt  with  four  inch  tarvia  penetration  road.    This  job 
remains  to  be  sealed. 


MAIN  STREET  EXTENSION". 

This  job  has  been  completed  with  the  exception  of  a  seal 
coat,  and  is  constructed  the  same  as  Howe's  Lane,  North. 


WARREN  AVENUE. 

The  grading  on  this  street  had  been  completed  with  the  ex- 
ception of  a  few  places  where  no  settlement  has  been  made  for 
damages. 


WATER  STREET  EXTENSION. 

A  short  section  of  this  road  has  been  resurfaced.  Owing  to 
the  large  amount  of  work  on  hand  the  past  season,  it  was  nec- 
essary to  let  this  work,  as  Avell  as  some  other,  lay  over.

BARTLETT  ROAD. 

A  portion  of  this  road  has  been  covered  with  beach  gravel, 
and  the  bridge  has  been  replanked  and  strengthened  with  iron 
girders  taken  from  the  Standish  Avenue  bridge  at  the  time 
that  bridge  was  rebuilt. 


BEAVER  DAM  ROAD. 

This  road  has  been  widened,  graded,  and  resurfaced,  from  the 
property  of  Mr.  Gibson  to  that  of  Thomas  Proctor. 


HIGHLAND  TERRACE. 
Has  been  laid  out  and  graded. 


MANOMET  SIDEWALK. 

The  walk  has  been  roughly  graded  from  the  Point  Road  to 
Anderson's  Store,  and  should  be  completed  in  the  early  Spring.

Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  of  the  financial  transactions  of  the 
Town  of  Plymouth  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1917. 

Schedule  A,  shows  the  receipts  and  payments  for  the  year,  classif ed 
as  required  by  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Schedule  B,  is  a  detailed  statement  of  each  appropriation,  showing 
the  amount  appropriated,  the  additions  to,  and  payments  from  the 
same. 

Schedule  C,  is  a  statement  of  the  Estimated  Receipts,  the  charges 
being  the  amounts  estimated  and  deducted  from  the  total  of  the  appro- 
priations, by  the  Assessors  in  making  up  the  Tax  Warrant,  and  the 
Credits  being  the  amounts  actually  received. 

Schedule  D,  is  the  Revenue  Account  for  1917. 

Schedule  E,  is  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  Account  for  1917,  similar 
to  what  in  a  private  business  would  be  the  profit  and  loss  account. 

Schedule  F,  is  the  Balance  Sheet,  January  1,  1918,  showing  the  con- 
dition of  the  Town's  financial  affairs  after  closing  the  books  for  1917. 

Schedule  G,  is  a  summary  of  the  Outstanding  Indebtedness,  showing 
also  the  debt  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  additions  to  and  the 
amounts  paid  on  the  same,  and  the  principal  and  interest  requirements 
for  1918. 

Schedule  H,  is  a  detailed  statement  of  the  Outstanding  Indebtedness. 

Schedule  I,  is  an  itemized  statement  of  the  Trust  Funds,  not  includ- 
ing the  January  1918  dividends. 

There  are  bills  of  the  Health  Department  for  the  year  1917,  amount- 
ing to  $6,157.28,  which  remain  unpaid  as  there  are  no  funds  available. 
I  would  recommend  an  appropriation  from  the  Excess  and  Deficiency 
Account  of  this  amount,  in  order  that  the  same  may  not  have  to  be  in- 
cluded in  the  1918  Tax  Levy. 
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Th  ere  is  one  matter  which  demands  serious  consideration  in  making 
the  appropriations  for  the  coming  year,  and  that  is  the  loss  to  the 
Town  in  the  Corporation  Tax  which  the  Town  receives  from  the  Com- 
monwealth. The  amount  received  in  1916  was  $34,725.08,  and  in  1917 
$16,113.88,  this  being  a  direct  loss  in  revenue  for  the  year  1917  of 
$18,611.20.  Fortunately  some  of  the  other  Estimated  Eeceipts  exceed- 
ed the  estimates,  and  with  the  Unexpended  balances  brought  the  net 
deficiency  for  the  year  down  to  $11,605.67.  It  must  be  remembered 
however  that  only  $16,113.88  can  be  estimated  in  making  up  the  Tax 
Warrant  for  1918.

REPORT  OF  OVERSEERS  OF  THE  POOR 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31,  1917. 


The  appropriation  for  this  department  for  1917,  except  that 
made  for  mothers  with  dependent  children,  was  $11,500.00  to 
which  is  added  $100.07,  the  income  credited  to  this  department 
from  certain  trust  funds.  Of  this  amount  $13,554.62  has  been 
spent  in  the  maintenance  of  the  Almshouse  and  its  inmates  and 
for  the  relief  of  the  outside  Poor.  The  number  of  persons  aided 
has  been  195,  somewhat  smaller  than  last  year,  but  the  high 
cost  of  supplies  of  all  kinds  has  brought  our  expenditures  larger 
than  they  would  ordinarily  have  been.  At  the  Almshouse  we 
have  the  same  number  (14)  as  last  year,  and  the  Superinten- 
dent, with  some  hired  help,  and  the  aid  of  those  of  the  inmates 
who  are  able  to  work,  has  had  his  usual  fine  garden,  beside.^ 
growing  40  bushels  shelled  corn,  65  bushels  potatoes,  25  barrels 
cabbage,  15  bushels  onions,  9  bushels  turnips  and  1,451  fb  pork. 
We  have  at  present  3  fine  cows  and  three  heifers.  For  the  use 
of  this  department  we  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $14,- 
000.00  for  the  year  1918.

The  Directors  of  the  Library  respectfully  submit  the  follow- 
ing report  for  the  year  ending  January  1,  1918: 

The  year  has  been  a  most  gratifying  one,  for,  although  the 
Library  was  obliged,  on  September  1,  1917,  to  lose  the  services 
of  Mrs.  Flora  Whyte,  who  had  been  Librarian  for  two  years, 
and  who  had  substantially  completed  her  remarkable  work  of 
the  reorganization  of  the  entire  Library,  with  the  exception 
of  a  complete  shelf  list  of  the  books  and  a  new  and  more  com- 
prehensive catalogue,  the  Library  was  fortunate  in  being  able 
to  secure,  on  the  same  date,  the  services  of  Miss  Lilian  C.  Kerr, 
of  Milton,  as  a  worthy  successor  to  Mrs.  Whyte,  and  under  her 
regime,  with  the  aid  of  the  two  assistants,  Miss  Marie  F.  Smal- 
ley  and  Mrs.  Arthur  0.  Johnson  (nee  'Snell),  the  work  of  the 
Library  has  steadily  gone  forward  and  increased. 

The  total  circulation  of  the  books  of  the  Library  for  home 
reading  was  Juvenile,  12,793  volumes;  adult,  21,693  volumes; 
total,  34,486 — a  gain  of  9,030  volumes  over  the  year  1916,  and 
the  largest  circulation  in  the  history  of  the  Library. 

There  were  about  860  notices  of  over-due  books  issued,  but 
only  four  books  were  not  returned  to  the  Library,  three  of  which 
were  lost  and  have  been  paid  for,  and  the  other  is  still  missing. 
486  volumes  were  re-bound  during  the  year.  824  volumes  were 
added  to  the  Library  during  1917,  viz:  153  by  gift,  and  671 
by  purchase.  The  Plymouth  Book  Club  presented  their  usual 
collection  of  good  books,  and  the  Arts  and  Crafts  Committee 
of  the  Plymouth  Woman's  Club  presented  quite  a  valuable  col- 
lection of  Arts  and  Crafts  books.

The  reorganization  of  the  Library  has  not  only  put  the  Li- 
brary in  an  improved,  modern  condition,  but  it  is  steadily 
causing  a  greater  and  more  satisfactory  use  by  the  public,  both 
adults  and  children.

REPORT  OF  PARK  COMMISSIONERS 


The  various  Parks  of  the  Town  have  been  maintained  as  us- 
ual and  improvements  made  in  some  places  as  much  as  was 
really  necessary  and  our  appropriation  would  allow. 

During  the  mouths  of  April  and  May,  seventeen  hun- 
dred four  year  old  trees  of  different  varieties,  such  as 
White  Pine,  Eed  Pine,  Austrian  Pine  and  Norway  Spruce  were 
planted  at  Morton  Park  and  the  Indian  Land  at  Manomet,  ami 
every  tree  is  doing  well. 

One  thousand  of  these  trees  were  purchased  of  the  State 
nurseries  at  Barnstable.  The  usual  supression  of  the  Gypsy 
Moth  was  carried  on  the  past  year  in  Morton  Park  and  although 
increasing  in  numbers  they  have  been  .kept  from  stripping  the 
foliage  to  any  great  extent. 

We  intend  thinning  the  oak  growth  in  several  of  the  worst 
infected  areas  this  winter  and  spring  and  replanting  with  dif- 
ferent species  of  pines,  spruce  and  maple. 

We  advise  every  owner  of  wood  lots  to  cut  out  his  oak  wood 
and  replace  with  as  many  trees  of  this  variety  as  possible,  there- 
by, not  only  helping  to  exterminate  the  Gypsy  Moth  and  Brown- 
tail  Moth  which  are  doing  so  much  damage,  but  eventually  will 
make  fine  timberland  which  the  country  is  very  much  in  need 
of  at  the  present  time. 

The  Bath  Houses  have  been  patronized  to  a  greater  extent 
than  ever  the  past  year  and  it  is  very  evident  that  Beach  Park 
Bath  House,  especially,  will  have  to  be  enlarged  in  the  near 
future.  Owing  to  the  advanced  price  of  bathing  suits  and  the 
absolute  necessity  for  Police  duty  on  Sundays  and  holidays  we 
ask  for  an  additional  appropiration  of  one  hundred  dollars 
for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  Beach  Park  Bath  House. 


About  an  acre  has  been  filled  in  at  the  Stephen's  Field  the 
past  year  at  an  average  of  seven  feet  in  depth  which  we  con- 
sider is  making  a  very  good  start  towards  having  a  real  Play- 
ground in  the  near  future  at  a  very  small  cost  to  the  town. 

We  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  ($300)  three  hundred  dollars 
to  defray  the  expense  of  drain  pipe,  extra  labor,  etc.,  for  the 
coming  year  at  this  place. 

We  ask  for  the  ensuing  year  an  appropriation  of  $1,200  for 
Parks.  $350  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  Beach  Park  Bath 
House.  $150  for  care  and  maintenance  of  the  Nelson  Street 
Bath  House.  $300  for  the  further  improvement  of  the  Stephen's 
Field  Playground.  $200  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of 
Training  Green.  Also  an  additional  appropriation  of  $1,000 
for  concrete  walks  at  Training  Green.

During  the  past  year,  the  work  of  this  department  was  carried 
along  on  about  the  same  lines  as  in  previous  years,  keeping 
the  residential  sections  of  the  town  in  good  condition.  Much 
more  work  was  done  in  the  out-lying  districts  than  ever  before, 
especially  in  the  way  of  spraying.  One  small  sprayer  was 
bought  this  year,  at  a  cost  of  $120.00,  which  proved  to  be  a 
success. 

Cranberry  growers  should  look  over  their  bogs  very  carefully 
During  the  day,  the  larvae  are  hard  to  find,  as  it  is  their  habit 
to  feed  during  the  night  and  remain  secreted  during  the  day. 
When  small,  they  eat  but  little  of  the  foliage,  but  cut  off  the 
stems  just  above  the  old  growth,  and  also  the  stems  of  the 
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flowers  or  nearly  set  berries.  By  parting  away  the  vines,  the 
larvae  may  be  found  underneath,  next  to  the  cool  earth,  ready 
to  come  up  when  the  sun  goes  down  and  continue  their  feed- 
ing. Bogs  that  may  appear  to  be  entirely  free  from  the  pesf, 
may  harbor  great  numbers  that  will  greatly  reduce  the  crop. 
On  bogs.  I  have  found  larvae  hatched  on  the  vines  and  come 
through  the  adult  stage  without  other  food.  To  be  safe,  every 
bog  should  be  sprayed  early,  when  the  larvae  are  small,  whether 
any  have  been  found  or  not.  This  department  is  ready  at  all 
times  to  aid  cranberry  growers  and  all  other  citizens  in  the 
work,  as  far  as  possible. 

I  respectfully  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $5,000.00  for 
labor  and  supplies  for  this  department  for  the  ensuing  year.

In  the  above  expenses  are  included  305  new  trees  which  have 
been  set  out,  at  a  cost  of  $500.00. 

Proper  care  has  been  given  to  the  town  shade  trees  as  usual, 
considerable  prunning  done  and  all  dead  limbs  removed. 

With  the  desire  of  having  additional  street  trees,  a  total  of 
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325  new  trees  have  been  set  out  in  various  sections  of  the  town 
from  the  Kingston  line  to  Hotel  Pilgrim;  the  locations  being 
made  under  supervision  of  the  Planning  Board.  Of  this  num- 
ber 125  young  maples  were  furnished  by  the  Mass.  State  High- 
way Commission  for  the  easterly  side  of  Warren  Avenue. 

Several  of  the  older  trees  which  were  dead  have  been  removed 
and  also  a  large  tree  on  private  property  which  was  a  source  of 
danger  to  public  travel. 

The  egg  clusters  of  the  Gypsy  Moth  were  treated  and  the  trees 
sprayed  which  is  a  large  factor  in  preserving  the  foliage  through- 
out the  season. 

In  conclusion,  I  respectfully  recommend  the  usual  appropri- 
ation of  $1,200.00  for  the  ensuing  year.

REPORT  OF  FOREST  WARDEN 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1917.  Twenty-two  fires  occurred  during  the  year  distri- 
buted as  follows.  One  in  January;  One  in  March;  One  in 
Apirl ;  Ten  in  May;  One  in  June;  One  in  July;  Three  iu 
September;  Four  in  November.  They  were  of  small  exteat 
except  two  in  May  that  covered  a  large  area.  The '  fire  tower 
near  the  Pumping  Station  was  closed  July  1st,  not  being  need- 
ed with  the  one  in  operation  at  Monks  Hill.  Everything  used  in 
connection  with  fires  has  increased  much  in  price  making  a 
large  difference  to  the  total  expenses.  Last  year  an  appropria- 
tion of  $2,500.00  was  asked  for  to  meet  the  expenses  of  this 
department.  The  committee  of  fifteen  in  their  report  advised 
that  this  amount  be  reduced  to  $1,500.00,  a  sum  that  was 
known  to  be  insufficient  to  meet  the  expenses.  The  result  is 
an  overdraft  of  $713.60.  The. total  expenses  being  $2,213.60. 
I  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $2,500.00  for  1918.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  ENGINEER 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

Gentlemen : — The  following,  work  has  been  accomplished  by 
the  Engineering  Department  during  the  past  year. 

In  conjunction  with  the  work  done  for  the  Assessors,  the 
street  line  survey  work,  begun  two  years  ago,  has  been  continued 
and  twenty-seven  additional  stone  bounds  have  been  set. 

This  street  line  work  consists  in  re-running  the  street  lines 
on  those  streets  where  work  is  being  done  for  the  Assessors 
map.  Where  it  is  possible  to  do  so,  the  original  layouts  of  the 
streets  have  been  reproduced  on  the  ground,  and  all  angles  and 
curves  marked  by  stone  bounds. 

Lines  and  grades  have  been  given  for  approximately  5,545' 
of  concrete  curbing,  after  profiles  of  the  original  curb  had  been 
made  and  satisfactory  grade  determined  for  the  new  one.  This 
new  curb  has  been  laid  on  the  following  streets.  Approxi- 
mately 445'  on  Sandwich  Street  at  Jabez  Corner,  200'  on  War- 
ren Avenue  at  Henry  Davis's,  1,425'  on  Stafford  Street  from 
South  to  Towns,  1,070'  on  Alden  Street  from  Allerton  to 
Standish  Avenue,  1,130'  on  Sandwich  Street  between  Water 
and  Lincoln,  350'  on  Nelson  Street,  and  825'  on  Court  Street 
and  Savery's  Lane. 

Plans  and  profiles  have  been  made  and  lines  and  grades 
given  for  the  following  pieces  of  sewer  work;  G80'  of  8"  sani- 
tary sewer  on  Savery  Avenue,  also  825'  of  12"  for  a  storm 
water  drain  on  Newflelds  Street,  which  drains  the  water  from 
Jackson's  meadow  into  Town  Brook. 

There  was  also  laid  825'  of  12"  storm  water  drain  on  Samo- 
set  Street  east  of  Oak  Street.

BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens  or 
Plymouth : 

The  following  shows  the  various  activities  and  expenses  of 
the  Board  of  Health  for  the  year  ending  Decembei  31.  1917. 

During  the  past  year,  there  has  been  but  little  change  in  the 
general  purpose,  method  and  procedure  of  the  Board.  Its  work 
is  constantly  increasing  however,  as  our  knowledge  of  health 
problems  grows  and  as  public  opinion  is  educated  to  the  opin- 
ion prescribed  by  the  best  thinkers'  along  sanitary  and  health 
lines. 

Among  the  comparitively  recent  activities  of  the  Board,  we 
would  call  your  attention  to  work  done  in  tuberculosis  cases  by 
the  Board  of  Health  Dispensary  and  also  to  our  efficient  sys- 
tem of  milk  inspection,  the  report  of  which  as  submitted  by  the 
Inspector  is  included  herewith  and  deserves  careful  analysis. 
The  average  citizen  does  not  appreciate  the  fact  that  the  scope 
of  work  is  constantly  growing,  and  that  in  spite  of  all  efforts 
to  keep  down  expenses,  these  also  are  increasing,  due 
in  part  to  the  new  activities  voluntarily  assumed,  due  in  part 
to  the  general  high  cost  of  living,  which  has  increased  the  cost 
of  all  kinds  of  cases  where  the  Board  is  required  to  furnish 
food,  medical  attendance,  and  also  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Com- 
monwealth is  requiring  more  and  more  from  the  cities  and 
towns,  even  more  than  perhaps  seems  necessary  or  wise,  but  all 
in  the  interest  of  uniformity  and  administrative  accuracy, 
which  in  the  end  we  trust,  will  "be  for  the  benefit  of  all  of 
our  citizens. 

The  number  of  complaints  which  have  been  attended  to  of  all 
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kinds  during-  the  past  year,  are  less  than  usual  and  we  believe 
that  general  conditions  during,  the  past  five  years  show  a  steady 
improvement. 

The  Inspector  has  posted  and  fumigated  all  cases  of  con- 
tagious disease  from  time  to  time  as  has  been  required,  and 
also  has  visited  and  ascertained  that  six  ships  which  came  into 
this  port  from  Mexico,  had  a  clean  bill  of  health. 

Our  Plumbing  Inspectors  report  a  total  of  one  hundred 
seventy-five  (175)  permits  of  various  kinds  issued  and  218 
inspections  made  by  them  as  well  as  some  15  examinations.  Of 
the  number  of  permits  issued  37  were  for  work  on  new  houses. 

The  expense  of  this  work  is  fixed  by  statute  and  costs  the 
Town  from  $600  to  $1,000  yearly  depending  upon  the  business 
conditions  and  the  growth  of  the  Town. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  a  total  of  one  hundred 
and  thirty-six  cases  of  contagious  disease  as  compared  with  two 
hundred  and  sixty-eight  of  the  preceeding  year. 

The  following  tabulation  by  months  will  show  the  contagious 
disease  most  prevalent  at  all  times  during  the  year. 
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Twenty-two  cases  of  contagious  disease  have,  been  reported  to 
the  Board  as  indigent.  Of  these  twelve  had  tuberculosis,  six 
diphtheria  and  three  scarlet  fever.  In  each  case,  the  Board  has 
assumed  entire  charge  and  placed  the  patient  in  a  recognized 
institution  for  care  and  medical  treatment.  Such  disposal  be- 
ing-cheaper and  better  than  the  old  system  of  caring  for  in- 
digent contagious  cases  at  home. 

Quarantine  in  every  case  has  been  enforced  as  in  the  past 
most  cases  as  stated  before,  have  been  removed  to  a  hosiptal 
where  conditions  are  better  for  segregation  and  for  efficient 
treatment.  The  home  has  after  such  removal,  been  disinfected 
and  the  immediate  family  have  been  detained  no  longer  than 
was  practical  to  safeguard  the  Public  Health. 

Ambulance  service  has  been  conducted  under  direction  of  one 
experienced  in  this  line  of  work.  The  comfort  of  the  patient 
during  removal  lias  been  provided  for  and  no  pains  have  been 
spared  to  protect  the  public  from  infection. 

Disinfection  has  been  clone  wherever  necessary  ;  during  the 
year,  no  second  infections  have  been  noted  and  the  Board 
knows  of  no  better  test  for  efficiency  than  by  results  obtained. 

The  regular  supply  of  ante-toxine,  vaccines,  culture  tubes, 
containers,  tests,  etc.,  as  furnished  by  the  State  have  been  re- 
ceived and  supplied  regular  physicians  throughout  the  year  on 
request. 

Since  the  completion  of  the  contagious  ward  at  the  Jordan 
Hospital,  which  was  .built  with  the  understanding  that  the  Town 
should  pay  a  definite  part  of  the  maintenance  cost  (inasmuch 
as  this  construction  was  deemed  equivalent  by  the  Common- 
wealth, to  a  contagious  Hospital  owned  and  operated  by  the 
Town  which  the  Town  had  been  ordered  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health  to  construct)  nearly  all  contagious  cases  the  cost  of 
which  was  a  charge  against  the  Board  of  Health,  have  been 
treated  there. 

The  Board  however,  has  only  just  succeeded  in  getting  a  sat- 
isfactory agreement  with  the  Jordan  Hospital  covering  its  share 
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of  the  maintenance  cost  which  1ms  now  been  fixed  at  $2,000 
per  year,  and  which  by  advice  of  the  Town  Counsel  is  to  be 
paid  from  the  date  of  the  construction  of  the  contagious  ward, 
to  wit:  September  1st,  1915. 

The  Board  therefore  asks  for  an  appropriation  in  addition  to 
its  usual  and  regular  allowance  of  $4,000  to  pay  this  expense 
for  the  years  1916  and  1917  and  further  sum  of  $2,000  due  the 
Jordan  Hospital  under  its  contract  for  the  current  year. 

There  is  due  the  Jordan  Hospital  also  the  sum  of  $1,446.20 
for  the  care  of  patients  during  preceeding  years,  the  bill  for 
which,  despite  repeated  requests  on  the  part  of  the  Board,  has 
only  been  recently  received.  This  sum  being  found  just  and 
due,  an  appropriation  is  asked  therefor. 

The  Board  of  Health  in  view  of  the  conditions  above  stated 
and  others  over  which  it  had  no  control,  asks  for  the  following 
appropriations. 

For  the  sum  of  $5,416.12  for  the  Jordan  Hospital  for  past 
due  indebtedness.  The  sum  of  $711.16  to  cover  unpaid  bills 
for  1917;  and  in  addition  thereto,  asks  for  an  appropriation 
for  general  purposes  of  $8,500  and  $2,000  additional  for  the 
Jordan  Hospital  to  carry  out  the  terms  of  its  contract,  making 
a  total  appropriation  of  $16,657.28.

REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  OF  MILK 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health : 

I  respectfully  submit  my  report  as  Inspector  of  Milk  for  the 
year  ending  December  thirty-one,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven- 
teen. 

During  the  past  year  the  work  of  dairy  inspection  has  gone 
on  as  in  1916.  I  have  made  193  visits  to  dairies.  Ninety-seven 
have  been  inspected  once,  fifty-nine  twice,  thirty,  three  times, 
and  seven  four  times.  Twelve  new  permits  have  been  granted, 
and  one  refused.  We  have  under  inspection  one  hundred  and 
twelve  dairies,  of  which  ninety  are  selling  milk  in  Plymouth 
at  the  present  time. 

Under  the  Public  Statutes,  Acts  of  1909,  Chapter  443,  there 
have  been  granted  forty-seven  Dealers'  Licenses,  of  which  seven- 
teen are  to  stores  and  markets,  and  thirty  to  producers.  As 
provided  by  the  Board  of  Health  regulations,  eleven  restaurants 
and  hotels  have  been  licensed  to  sell  milk.  Twelve  dealers  have 
been  registered  as  selling  oleomargarine. 

There  has  been  marked  improvement  in  equipment  and  man- 
agement of  dairies.  Milk  producers  have  shown  desire,  in  near- 
ly every  instance,  to  co-operate  with  us  in  every  way. 

Several  circulars  have  heen  sent  to  dealers  and  producers 
suggesting  means  of  improving  the  product,  and  personal  talks 
have  been  given  when  needed. 

During  the  year,  there  has  been  established  a  milk  laboratory 
at  the  Town  House.  The  equipment  is  not  yet  complete,  but  a 
good  foundation  has  been  made,  and  Plymouth  has  a  laboratory 
that  will  compare  favorably  with  any  in  Massachusetts,  outside 
the  large  cities.  , 
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During  July,  August  and  September,  a  bacteriologic  survey 
was  made  of  the  milk  from  all  dairies  then  producing  for  Plym- 
outh, eighty-eight  in  number.  Samples  were  examined  micro- 
scopically and  plated  for  bacteria,  with  the  results  tabulated 
below.

Results  negative,  4 

These  samples  were  taken  under  the  conditions  most  favor- 
able to  the  producer,  and  do  not  represent  the  usual  conditions 
at  the  moment  of  delivery. 

From  this  survey  we  may  draw  the  following  conclusions: 
First,  that,  considering  the  past  history  of  milk  inspection  in 
Plymouth,  the  grade  of  milk  produced  is,  as  a  whole,  good. 

Second,  that  conditions  are  far  from  ideal.  Milk  taken  as 
this  was  should  contain  not  more  than  10,000  bacteria  per  cubic 
centimeter,  and  a  number  greater  than  this  indicates  faulty 
methods  of  milking  or  handling.  Generally  speaking  a  high 
bacterial  count  means  dirty  milking,  dirty  utensils,  or  failure 
to  cool  the  milk  and  keep  it  cool.  As  these  samples  were  by 
special  suggestion  kept  cooled  until  called  for,  a  large  bacterial 
count  has  only  one  interpretation. 

The  chemical  survey  showed  that,  out  of  eighty-eight  samples 
tested,  ten  samples,  or  eleven  and  three-tenths  per  cent,  were 
below  the  Massachusetts  legal  standard  for  fat,  and  these  cases 
have  been  dealt  with  according  to  statute. 

We  believe  that  the  next  step  toward  insuring  clean  milk  for 
Plymouth  is  a  Board  of  Health*  regulation  setting  a  bacterial 
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limit  for  milk  sold  in  this  Town.  Such  a  regulation,  followed 
up  by  frequent  tests,  will  act  as  a  stimulus  to  the  careless  pro- 
ducer, and  if  necessary,  eliminate  him.  ■ 

To  complete  the  equipment  of  the  laboratory  and  provide  for 
its  maintenance  during  the  year,  I  recommend  an  appropriation 
of  one  hundred  fifty  dollars.

GREETINGS : 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  you  are  hereby 
directed  to  notify  and  warn  the  Inhabitants  of  Plymouth 
qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and  town  affairs,  to  meet  in  the 
Armory  in  said  Plymouth  on  Saturday  the  second  day  of 
March,  1918,  at  fifteen  minutes  before  six  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon,  and  in  said  Armory  in  said  Plymouth  on  Saturday 
the  twenty-third  day  of  March  1918,  at  two  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  to  act  on  the  following  articles  to  wit : — 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  moderator  to  preside  at  said 
meeting. 

Article  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers.  The 
following  officers  to  be  voted  for  all  on  one  ballot,  viz : 
Five  Selectmen,  Town  Clerk,  Town  Treasurer,  Collector  of 
Taxes,  one  member  of  a  Board  of  Health  for  three  years,  one 
Assessor  for  three  years,  one  Overseer  of  the  Poor  for  three 
years,  two  Water  Commissioners  for  three  years,  one 
member  of  a  School  Committee  for  three  years,  one  Park 
Commissioner  for  three  years,  three  Constables,  three  mem- 
bers of  a  Committee  on  Agawam  and  Halfway  Pond  Fish- 
eries, Tree  Warden,  and  One  Cemetery  Commissioner  for 
three  years;  and  to  vote  by  ballot  "Yes"  or  "No"  in  answer 
to  the  following  questions : — 

"Shall  Licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  in  this  Town?"  and  "Shall  the  Town  Accept  Chapter 
468  of  the  Acts  of  1911,  entitled  an  Act  to  extend  the 
provisions  of  the  Civil  Service  Act  to  Chiefs  of  Police  of 
certain  Cities  and  Towns?"      (By  petition). 
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Th  c  polls  for  the  election  of  officers  and  the  votes  on 
the  foregoing  questions,  will  be  open  at  the  Armory  at  fifteen 
minutes  before  six  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  on  said  Saturday, 
the  second  day  of  March  1918,  and  -may  be  closed  at  three 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  Both  of  said  days  will  constitute 
the  annual  meeting,  and  this  call  is  issued  in  accordance  with 
the  vote  of  the  Town  passed  June  15, 1897,  as  amended  March

WATER  COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT 


The  construction  work  carried  out  by  the  Water  Department 
for  the  year  1917  has  been  as  follows: 

A  10"  low  service  main  825'  long  was  laid  on  Main  and  Mar- 
ket Streets  from  North  Street  to  Summer  Street.  On  North 
Street  there  was  laid  957'  of  6"  pipe  and  on  Water  Street  be- 
tween North  and  Sandwich,  1,235'  of  6"  to  replace  old  four 
inch  and  two  inch  pipe. 

There  was  also  784'  of  6"  pipe  laid  on  a  new  street  west  from 
Stan  dish  Avenue,  laid  out  by  the  Plymouth  Cordage  Company. 

The  total  cost  of  the  above  new  work,  including  cost  of 
changing  services  was  $7,197.39. 

During,  the  summer  it  became  necessary  to  replace  the  old 
flue  at  the  pumping  station  with  a  new  one.  After  obtaining 
prices  from  several  companies  for  a  new  flue  the  contract  was 
given  to  the  lowest  bidder,  the  Daniel  Russell  Boiler  Works. 

The  total  cost  of  the  new  flue  erected  was  $511.23,  including 
the  cost  of  our  labor  helping  the  contractor  on  the  flue  erection 

Mr.  Barnabus  Hedge  has  laid  out  a  new  street  at  Prince 
Street,  the  plan  of  which  has  been  approved  by  the  Selectmen 
as  a  Board  of  Survey.  The  Commissioners  understand  that 
several  houses  have  been  erected  on  this  street  and  we  there- 
fore recommend  an  appropriation  of  $1,500  for  laying  a  6"  pipe 
on  this  street. 

•  The  new  pipe  laid  on  the  new  street  of  the  Plymouth  Cordage 
Company  will  probably  require  to  be  extended  about  450'  this 
year  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $600. 
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We  recommend  for  the  ensuing  year  an  appropriation  oL? 
$17,500  for  maintenance  and  $2,100  for  construction,  making 
a  total  of  $19,600.

CONSUMPTION  FOR  1917. 

The  diagram  shown  on  Plate  II  shows  the  average  daily  con- 
sumption for  1917. 

The  dotted  line  on  the  diagram  shows  the  low  service  con- 
sumption, the  high  service  consumption  is  shown  next  above, 
and  the  top  curve  shows  total  consumption,  or  combined  high 
and  low  service. 
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The  maximum  daily  average  consumption  for  the  winter  oc- 
curred during  the  week  of  February  18th,  and  the  maximum 
daily  average  for  summer  was  during  the  week  of  August  5  th. 

The  average  daily  low  service  consumption  for  the  year  was 
526,000  gallons  as  compared  with  502,000  gallons  in  1916.  The 
high  service  was  768,000  gallons  daily  in  1917  and  709,000 
gallons  in  1916,  and  the  total  daily  average  consumption  was 
1,294,000  gallons  in  1917  and  1,115,000  gallons  in  1916,  an 
increase  of  16%. 

The  total  consumption  for  the  year  was  472,462,000  gallons, 
of  which  the  high  service  was  280,580,000  gallons  or  60%, 
and  the  low  service  was  191,882,000  gallons  or  40%. 


KAINFALL. 

On  the  following  page  is  a  rainfall  table  compiled  from  rec- 
ords kept  at  the  pumping  station. 

The  average  annual  rainfall  for  thirty-one  years  was  46.26 
inches  and  the  total  rainfall  for  1917  was  47.51  inches  or  1.25 
inches  above  the  average.

METERS. 

The  above  table  shows  the  number  of  meters  of  various 
sizes  in  use,  and  the  total  quantity  of  water  that  passed 
through  these  meters  in  1917.  As  a  matter  of  possible  inter- 
est the  subdivision  of  metered  use  is  made  among  various 
classes  of  consumers. 

'The  total  number  of  services  on  January  1,  1918,  was  2,698, 
and  the  total  number  of  meters  was  524,  therefore  19.4  per 
cent,  of  the  services  are  metered.  The  total  consumption  for 
the  year  was  472,462,000  gallons,  of  which  122,759,505  gal- 
lons, or  25.9  per  cent,  was  metered. 


POND  ELEVATIONS  AND  STORAGE  DEPLETION. 

Table  showing  total  rainfall  since  1887,  and  monthly  rain- 
fall since  1891.  Also  annual  variation  from  the  average  in 
inches. 

Plate  I.  is  the  customary  chart  showing,  pond  elevations  and 
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storage  depletion  since  1905,  with  the  additional  information 
that  the  year  1917  has  furnished. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  July  1917,  Great  South  Pond 
reached  an  elevation  of  106.0  feet  or  full  pond.  A  glance  at  the 
chart  will  show  that  this  condition  has  not  been  attained  before, 
since  these  records  were  begun,  in  June  1905.  The  explanation 
of  this  occurrence  can  be  found  in  the  accompanying  table, 
which  gives  the  rainfall  records  for  the  first  six  months  of  each 
year  from  1906  to  1917  inclusive. 

An  examination  of  this  table  shows  that  the  rainfall  for  the 
first  six  months  of  1917  was  30.65"  which  is  the  highest  of  any 
six  month  period  shown  in  the  table.  The  next  highest  rain- 
fall shown  was  28.31"  in  1909,  and  a  glance  at  the  chart  shows 
that  in  May  1909,  Great  South  Pond  reached  an  elevation  of 
105.50  and  did  not  reach  that  elevation  again  until  1917.  This 
shows  that  it  is  the  rainfall  in  the  first  half  of  the  year  that  is 
instrumental  in  filling  our  ponds,  for,  while  there  have  been 
five  years  between  1906  and  1917  when  the  annual  rainfall  ex- 
ceeded the  annual  rainfall  of  1917,  it  was  not  until  1917  when 
the  rainfall  of  the  first  six  months  exceeded  that  of  any  pre- 
vious six  months  from  1906  to  1917,  that  Great  South  Pond 
filled. 

Both  Great  and  Little  South  Ponds  began  to  lower  in  August 
and  continued  to  fall  quite  uniformly  until  the  end  of  the 
year,  when  Great  South  was  at  elevation  104.90'  as  compared 
with  104.40'  on  January  1,  1917,  and  Little  South  was  104.80 
feet  on  January  1,  1918  compared  to  104.30'  on  January  1, 
1917,  indicating  a  total  gain  in  storage  in  the  two  ponds  of 
58,000,000  gallons  for  the  year. 
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'The  following  table  shows  the  average  daily  water-shed 
yield  and  the  average  daily  consumption  for  each  year  since

After  a  series  of  unavoidable  delays,  the  addition  to  the  Na- 
thaniel Morton  Building  was  completed  early  in  September, 
and  the  School  was  opened  on  September  17th.  This  building 
accommodates  all  the  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  grades,  as  well 
as  the  Domestic  Science  and  Manual  Training  Departments 
for  the  grades. 

We  have  organized  is  this  building,  a  modern,  well  equipped 
Junior  High  School,  with  a  membership  of  four  hundred  pu- 
pils, which  is  a  credit  to  the  Town,  and  compares  favorably 
with  any  in  the  State. 

For  several  years,  the  Committee  have  felt  that  the  pupils  in 
the  Chiltonville  District  were  being  deprived  of  the  advantages 
of  those  in  the  center  of  the  Town.  By  closing  the  Chiltonville 
Grammar  School,  and  transferring  the  pupils  to  the  Junior 
High,  we  feel  that  we  have  remedied  this  condition  in  a  satis- 
factory manner. 

In  response  to  a  petition  from  the  South  Pond  District,  we 
made  an  investigation  of  the  transportation  facilities,  and  de- 
cided that  they  were  inadequate  and  unsatisfactory.  The  most 
satisfactory  and  economical  course  was  to  open  the  South  Pond 
School,  which  had  been  closed  for  the  past  nine  years.  This 
was  done  in  September,  and  the  result  has  been  very  pleasing 
both  to  the  Committee  and  to  the  residents  of  that  Section. 

At  the  Town  Meeting  in  March,  an  appropriation  of  $2,500 
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was  voted  for  the  purpose  of  installing  State  Aided  Vocational 
Courses,  and  the  matter  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  School 
Committee.  We  have  complied  with  these  instructions,  and 
our  action  has  met  with  the  approval  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education.  We  have  added  an  Agricultural  Course  to  the  High 
School  curriculum,  courses  in  Canning  held  during  the  Sum- 
mer, and  are  now  operating  afternoon  and  evening  classes  m 
Cooking,  Dressmaking  and  Millinery.  To  carry  on  this  work, 
we  have  included  in  our  budget  an  item  of  $2,500,  of  which 
approximately  $1,500  is  re-imbursed  by  the  State. 

We  were  requested  by  the  Committee  on  Public  Safety,  xo 
open  a  course  of  Home  and  School  Gardens,  and  the  sum  of 
$200  was  placed  at  our  disposal  by  this  committee.  We  were 
fortunate  in  having  in  Mr.  Fred  L.  Shea  of  the  Morton  School 
Faculty,  an  expert  in  this  line,  and  the  matter  was  placed  in 
his  charge.  Despite  many  handicaps  in  the  early  part  of  the 
season,  he  was  very  successful,  and  his  efforts  were  highly  sat- 
isfactory and  pleasing  to  both  Committees.  It  is  fitting  at 
this  time  to  mention  that  Mr.  Shea  is  on  a  leave  of  absence 
from  his  duties,  occasioned  by  his  enlistment  in  the  service  of 
his  Country. 

In  spite  of  the  relief  secured  by  the  enlarging  of  the  Morton 
Building,  all  of  the  rooms  at  the  North  End  are  filled  to  ca- 
pacity, and  in  some  cases  overcrowded.  As  we  have  mentioned 
in  our  reports  for  the  past  four  years,  the  ultimate  solution  of 
this  problem  will  mean  the  construction  of  a  new  building  in 
this  section.  The  'Committee,  taking  into  consideration  the 
unsettled  conditions  now  prevailing,  and  the  need  of  economy, 
do  not  feel  that  it  is  a  wise  policy  to  recommend  any  new 
building  this  year. 

We  have  decided  to  endure  the  inconvenience,  and  await  a 
more  favorable  opportunity  for  building. 

The  Dental  Clinic  has  outgrown  the  efforts  of  our  local  den- 
tists, who  have  given  their  services  without  compensation  for 
five  years.    In  accordance  with  their  judgment,  supported  by 
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that  of  the  School  Physician,  we  propose  to  engage  a  Dental 
Nurse  to  take  charge  of  this  Department.  This  step  will  mean 
the  expenditure  of  approximately  $1,000  per  year,  but  the  suc- 
cess of  the  Clinic  fully  warrants  the  expense. 


We  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  following  letter  from  the 
State  Commissioner  of  Education.    We  endorse  his  views,  and 
trust  that  the  liberal  policy,  which  has  always  been  extended 
to  the  School  Department,  will  be  continued. 
Massachusetts  Board  of  Education,      State  House,  Boston. 

January  2,  1918. 

To  the  Members  of  the  School  Committee: 

With  the  approach  of  the  annual  town  meetings,  when  the 
question  of  appropriations  is  to  be  taken  up,  our  people  should 
give  thoughtful  attention  to  the  unusual  conditions  confronting 
the  schools.  Increased  costs  in  every  direction  bring  the  towns 
and  cities  face  to  face  with  the  necessity  of  increasing  school 
appropriations  for  the  coming  year.  The  schools  have  never 
before  required  more  thoughtful  attention  to  their  needs,  and 
it  will  not  be  safe  to  handicap  them  with  a  policy  of  retrench- 
ment. 

It  is  worthy  the  attention  of  the  American  people  that,  in 
spite  of  enormous  expenditures  for  war  purposes,  France  is 
giving  unprecedented  attention  to  her  public  schools,  and  Eng- 
land, for  the  current  year,  increased  her  expenditures  for  public 
education  30  per  cent,  over  that  for  any  preceding  year. 

In  the  school  year  1915-16,  Massachusetts  expended  approxi- 
mately $27,000,000  for  public  education.  This  amount  was 
increased  to  $28,500,000  for  the  school  year  1916-17.  This  in- 
crease of  approximately  6  per  cent,  shows  the  serious  inten- 
tion of  our  people  to  maintain  a  vigorous  educational  policy. 
In  view  of  the  present  situation,  Massachusetts  cannot  afford 
to  relax  in  any  degree  her  efforts  to  carry  on  her  schools  at 
highest  efficiency. 
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Education  is  a  long,- time  investment.  Its  purpose  is  to  pro- 
tect democracy  through  the  right  training  of  the  youth.  Even 
temporary  interference  with  this  purpose,  through  inadequate 
financial  support,  may  seriously  impair  the  quality  of  our  fu- 
ture citizenship.  In  the  present  crisis,  it  is  imperative  that 
towns  and  cities  give  careful  consideration  to  the  needs  of  the 
schools.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Plymouth : — 

I  herewith  submit  for  your  consideration  my  fifth  annual 
report. 

The  school  year  1917-1918  opened  with  a  complete  reorgani- 
zation.   The  school  system  now  consists  of  three  units — 
ELEMENTARY    SCHOOLS,  (Grades  1-6) 

JUNIOR,    HIGH    SCHOOL,  (Grades  7-9) 

SENIOR    HIGH    SCHOOL,  (Four  years) 

The  elementary  schools  include  the  special  school  for  non- 
English  speaking  children,  the  special  school  for  over-age  chil- 
dren and  the  special  school  for  those  between  the  ages  of  four- 
teen and  sixteen  who  intermittently  pursue  work  at  the  school 
and  at  the  factory. 

The  establishment  of  the  Junior  High  School  necessitates 
additional  expense  for  transportation  but  this  is  offset  by  the 
educational  advantages  offered  to  the  pupils  attending.  More- 
over, the  girls  and  boys  of  grades  seven,  eight  and  nine  now 
pass  to  the  cooking  and  woodworking  rooms  respectively  instead 
of  going  from  the  several  school  buildings,  in  all  conditions  of 
weather,  to  the  Cooking  rooms  at  South  Street  or  Manual  Train- 
ing rooms  at  the  Cornish  buildings  as  formerly.  Much  time 
is  saved  and  the  children  are  under  cover. 

Various  agencies  have  been  at  work  for  the  improvement  of 
the  school  department.  The  following  results  are  not  to  be 
credited  to  the  superintendent  nor  to  the  school  board  exclu- 
sively but  to  other  officials,  former  school  boards,  special  com- 
mittees and  citizens,  as  well. 
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What  Plymouth  Has  Accomplished  in  Half  a  Decade. 

1.  Completely  reorganized'  its  school  system  on  the  six — two 
or  three — foiir  plan. 

2.  Increased  its  appropriation  for  school  maintenance  from 
$68,000.00  to  $102,500.00. 

3.  Increased  its  teachers'  salary  list  from  $44,270.00  to  $65,- 
700.00. 

4.  Increased  its  number  of  teachers  from  70  to  86. 

5.  Appropriated  $35,000.00  to  enlarge  Senior  High  School 
Building. 

6.  Opened  four  additional  school  rooms  at  the  Hedge  School 
Building. 

7.  Opened  four  rooms  at  the  new  Nathaniel  Morton  Build- 
ing. 

8.  Purchased  automobile  for  use  of  superintendent,  school 
board,  and  teachers  who  give  instruction  in  the  outlying 
schools. 

9.  Maintains  automobile  for  use  of  school  nurse. 

10.  Employs  clerk  for  the  executive  branch  of  the  school  de- 
partment. 

11.  Bought  suitable  office  equipment,  such  as  typewriter,  filing 
cases,  etc. 

12.  Installed  Cooking  and  Sewing  department,  with  full 
equipment  and  special  teacher  on  full  time,  at  the  Senior  High. 
School. 

13.  Offered  fully  equipped  Agricultural  Course  at  the  Senior 
High  School. 

14.  Furnished  one  room  at  the  Senior  High  School  with  full 
equipment  for  Drawing  Classes. 

15.  Furnished  Senior  High  School  with  Eeflectoscope  and  Lan- 
tern; also  opaque  shades  for  windows,  thereby  making  the  fore- 
going adaptable  for  daylight  use. 

16.  Awards  diploma  credits  to  High  School  pupils  for  specific 
and  systematic  outside  work. 

17.  Opened  special  school  for  over-age  pupils. 
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18.  Opened  special  school  for  non-English  speaking  children. 

19.  Opened  special  school  for  pupils  between  14  and  16  years 
of  age  who  must  by  law  attend  school  when  not  working. 

20.  Practically  fulfilled  policy  of  discarding  non-adjustable 
furniture. 

21.  Put  playground  at  Cornish  School  in  good  condition. 

22.  Thoroughly  revised  courses  of  studies  for  Elementary  and 
High.  Schools. 

23.  Enlarged  the  four-room  Nathaniel  Morton  building  to  one 
of  fourteen  rooms. 

24.  Organized  a  modern  Junior  High  School. 

25.  Offered  courses  in  Cooking  for  all  grades  in  the  Junior 
High  School  and  the  pupils  in  the  special  schools. 

26.  Offered  fully-equipped  courses  in  Sewing  under  special 
teacher  for  all  Junior  High  School  pupils  and  the  special 
schools. 

27.  Offered  courses  in  Typewriting  and  Bookkeeping  to  pu- 
pils of  the  Junior  High  School  with  full  equipment,  including 
twenty  typewriters,  and  special  teacher  on  full  time. 

28.  Began  State-aided  Vocational  work  offered  practically  to 
every  woman  in  Plymouth,  free  of  charge — Dressmaking,  Mil- 
linery, Canning  and  Cooking. 

29.  Appointed  a  Primary  Supervisor. 

30.  Initiated  successful  Home  and  School  Garden  movement. 

31.  Granted  outdoor  recesses  to  pupils  above  the  third  grade, 
i.  e.  to  all  pupils. 

32.  Introduced  Folk  Dancing  and  Organized  Play  and  as  a 
consequence  practically  every  building  has  bought  a  Victrola. 

33.  Introduced  Dental  Inspection  and  treatments. 

34.  Employs  School  Nurse  on  full  time. 

35.  Installed  telephones  in  all  the  larger  buildings. 

36.  Eeduced  school  board  to  the  smallest  possible  number  by 
law,  and  abolished  all  standing  committees. 
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SALARIES. 

The  most  efficient  teachers  in  our  elementary  schools  are  re- 
ceiving a  maximum  salary  of  $700.00  a  year.  Teachers  less 
efficient  are  receiving  the  same  pay.  There  is  no  justice  in  such 
a  plan.  It  is  time  now  to  advance  materially  every  teacher 
that  has  loyalty,  efficiency  and  professional  spirit.  A  general 
increase  based  on  mere  length  of  service,  or  high  cost  of  living, 
would  only  continue  to  work  injustice  to  teachers  of  superiority. 
$700.00  a  year  equals  $2.23  per  working  day.  At  this  rate 
there  seems  to  be  no  premium  on  education,  and  no  financial 
incentive  for  procuring  one.  Is  it  any  wonder  that  the  teach- 
ing profession  is  losing  its  best  talent!  An  appropriation  ade- 
quate to  increase  our  efficient  teachers  is  strongly  urged. 

The  following  table  shows  how  generous  Plymouth  has  been 
the  past  few  years.  At  the  same  time  it  is  believed  that  the 
citizens  still  consider  the  salaries  paid  their  teachers  too  low.

HOME  AND  SCHOOL  GARDENS. 

The  Public  Safety  Committee  made  it  possible  for  the  school 
department  to  carry  on  this  work  throughout  the  summer.  Mr. 
Fred  L.  Shea  was  appointed  Inspector  of  Home  and  School 
Gardens  and  made  visits  to  the  various  plots  about  town.  At 
the  close  of  the  season  an  exhibition  of  the  fruit  and  vegetables 
was  held  at  the  South  Street  Engine  House.  To  the  commit- 
tee above  mentioned  and  to  the  Inspector  appointed  belongs  the 
credit  for  this  successful  enterprise. 


STATE-AIDED  VOCATIONAL  EDUCATION. 

At  the  last  annual  Town  Meeting  the  sum  of  $2,500.00  was 
appropriated  for  vocational  education.  This  vote  enabled  the 
school  department  to  open  an  agricultural  course  under  an  in- 
structor, primarily  nominated  by  the  Sitate  Department  of 
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Education.  This  department  is  well  equipped  for  its  work  and 
its  importance  to  the  community  should  be  invaluable  and  far- 
reaching. 

The  law  requires  a  school  department  maintaining  a  state- 
aided  agricultural  course  to  appoint  an  advisory  committee. 
The  appointment  was  made,  and  by  virtue  of  their  recommen- 
dation, an  instructor  was  engaged  to  begin  work  August  17th 
last.

STATE-AIDED  PRACTICAL  ARTS  COURSES. 

During  the  summer  of  1917  a  course  in  Canning  was  offered 
and  about  eighty  women  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity. 

Since  the  middle  of  October,  courses  open  practically  to  every 
woman  in  town,  free  of  charge,  have  been  offered  in  Cooking, 
Dressmaking,  and  Millinery.  These  classes  have  been  well  at- 
tended.

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THE  NEXT  STEP  FORWARD. 

The  addition  to  our  High  School  building,  which  took  place 
in  1914,  undoubtedly  making  that  institution  adequate  for  High 
School  needs  for  a  decade,  and  the  addition  of  ten  rooms  to  the 
Nathaniel  Morton  building,  have  been  items  of  considerable 
expense  to  the  town,  but  have  added  materially  to  the  chances 
of  educational  efficiency.  There  is  one  more  project  which,  if 
carried  into  effect,  would  unquestionably  be  of  great  advantage 
to  Plymouth  and  would  meet  the  approval  of  any  who  care  to 
make  a  survey  of  our  school  system. 

A  building  of  at  least  six  rooms  located  somewhere  between 
the  Knapp  and  Cornish  schools  would  be  the  solution  to  several 
problems.  To  forestall  any  misinterpretation,  let  it  be  distinctly 
understood  that  this  suggestion  is  not  made  with  the  desire  to 
levy  upon  the  town  purse  any  additional  strain,  but  that  the 
plan  may  be  considered  and  acted  upon  only  when  the  town  can 
afford  and  has  the  inclination  to  undertake  the  task. 

iSuch  a  move  would  eliminate  the  necessity  of  using  the  Alden 
Street  School,  the  Cold  Spring  School  and  the  South  Street 
Engine  House.  The  destruction  of  the  Allerton  Street  School 
demands  accommodations  for  about  40  pupils.  At  the  present 
time  these  pupils  are  attending,  the  Cornish  School,  which  is,  in 
many  instances,  too  remote  from  the  homes  of  the  children.  The 
Alden  Street  sehoolhouse  is  a  ceilarless  ill-lighted,  stove-heated 
building,  which  sorely  needs  modern  sanitaries  at  considerable 
cost.  The  Cold  Spring  School  is  another  of  the  old-type  schools 
improperly  lighted  and  which  needs  sanitaries  at  much  expense. 

The  advantages  of  a  new  building  would  be: 

1.  Employment  of  a  janitor  who  would  be  required  to  be 
on  the  premises  when  school  is  in  session,  this  more  surely 
assuring  us  of  protection  in  case  of  fire. 

2.  The  means  of  transfer  of  any  temporary  excess  school 
population  no  matter  where  existing.

Every  employed  person  between  the  ages  of  14  and  21  must 
have  a  certificate.  Such  person  must  prove  his  age  by  a  birth 
certificate,  baptismal  certificate,  passport,  or  some  other  satis- 
factory evidence. 

If  he  is  under  16  years  of  age  he  must  attend  day  school  until 
he  is  able  to  fulfill  the  requirements  of  the  completion  of  the 
fourth  grade.  If  he  is  over  16  years  of  age  and  cannot  meet  the 
above  requirements  he  must  attend  the  evening  school. 

Minors  between  the  ages  of  14  and  16  must  either  be  employed 
or  attend  day  school.  In  order  to  work  he  must  present  a  physi- 
cian's certificate  of  health,  the  employer's  promise  to  employ, 
and  a  school  record. 

A  new  certificate  must  be  obtained  every  time  he  changes  his 
place  of  employment. 

Employers  must  return  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  the 


PLYM.  SEVENTEEN 
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certificate  of  minors  leaving  their  employ,  within  48  hours  after 
employment  has  ceased. 

Practically  all  who  are  granted  Home  permits  are  required 
to  attend  one  session  daily,  a  school  at  which  individual  work  is 
the  predominating,  feature.

HIGH  SCHOOL  REPORT 


Mr.  Charles  A.  Harris, 

Superintendent  of  Schools. 
Dear  Sir: 

I  wish  to  submit  my  seventh  annual  report  for  the  Plymouth 
High  School. 

The  total  membership  is  321,  11  more  than  last  year,  divided 
as  follows :  52  Seniors,  66  Juniors,  88  Sophomores,  113  Fresh- 
men, 2  Post-graduates.  The  growth  has  been  small,  but  it  has 
been  along  right  lines.  The  loss  in  the  different  classes  be-, 
tween  June  and  September  grows  less  each  year,  because  the 
large  majority  appreciate  the  advantages  which  the  school  af- 
fords, and  realize  as  they  never  have  before  that  the  business 
world  today  demands  of  its  employes  at  least  a  High  School 
training.  A  more  scholarly  attitude  is  apparent  in  the  school, 
a  greater  interest  in  the  work  is  shown,  and  a  greater  self-re- 
spect is  manifest.  The  study  class,  inaugurated  last  year  for 
those  who  did  not  spend  enough  time  in  Home  study,  has 
dwindled  from  a  daily '  average  of  about  40  to  less  than  10. 
When  parents  and  pupils  fully  realize  what  our  High  School 
ought  to  mean  and  does  for  the  community  and  for  those  who 
attend  it,  its  efficiency  will  be  largely  increased. 

Parents  are  urgently  invited  to  visit  the  school  as  often  as 
possible,  and  in  this  way  keep  in  touch  with  their  children's 
work.  If  this  is  impossible,  telephone  to  the  school  or  to  the 
teachers  at  frequent  intervals,  ask  for  weekly  reports,  or  call 
on  the  teachers  at  their  homes.  In  this  way  they  can  cooperate 
with  the  school  and  ensure  a  far  better  training  for  their  chil- 
dren. 
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There  have  been  several  changes  in  the  corps  during  the 
past  year.  Miss  Ellen  A.  Kimball,  teacher  of  German  and 
French,  resigned  and  Miss  Paulyle  W.  Plavell,  who  did  some 
work  in  the  Senior  High  School  last  year,  was  elected  to  this 
position.  Miss  Mary  L.  Lowden,  head  of  the  History  depart- 
ment, who  has  done  very  efficient  work  during  the  past  two 
years  resigned  to  be  married,  and  Miss  Ruth  O.  Hamilton,  a 
graduate  of  Colby  College  in  the  class  of  1912,  was  elected  in 
her  place.  Miss  Lucia  M.  Richardson  who  has  successfully 
taught  Mathematics  for  several  years  resigned  to  accept  a  posi- 
tion in  the  Salem  High  School.  John  A.  W.  Pearce,  a  gradu- 
ate of  Brown  University  in  the  class  of  1915  succeeds  her. 
Miss  Lida  M.  Bassett,  who  did  some  substitute  work  last  year 
and  who  was  elected  to  teach  Spanish  and  Bookkeeping,  re- 
signed in  September  to  take  up  Red  Cross  work  in  Washington. 
It  was  found  impossible  to,find  a  teacher  who  could  teach  these 
two  subjects,  therefore  Miss  Helen  J.  Beadell,  a  graduate  of 
the  Salem  Normal  School,  with  several  years  successful  experi- 
ence, was  elected  to  teach  Bookkeeping  and  Typewriting,  and 
Miss  Amanda  E.  Collette,  a  graduate  of  Brown  University  in 
the  class  of  1917,  was  elected  to  take  the  Spanish.  Both  of 
these  teachers  take  work  in  the  Senior  and  Junior  High 
Schools.  Mr.  W.  I.  Mayo,  Jr.,  a  graduate  of  the  State  Agri- 
cultural College  in  the  class  of  1917,  was  chosen  to  take  charge 
of  our  new  Agricultural  Course. 

We  have  today  a  conscientious,  hardworking,  and  efficient 
corps  of  teachers,  whose  entire  interest  is  the  welfare  of  the 
school,  and  who  unselfishly  devote  their  leisure  time  to  looking 
after  the  interests  of  their  pupils.  The  decision  to  increase 
the  number  of  men  in  the  school,  we  now  have  four  instead  ot 
two,  if  continued,  will,  in  my  opinion,  result  in  extending  its 
usefulness  and  influence. 

The  introduction  of  Agriculture  into  our  curriculum  has 
been  one  of  the  most  important  steps  taken  in  recent  years. 
There  has  been  an  increasing  demand  for  Agricultural  instruc- 
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tion  in  Secondary  Schools  not  only  by  the  farmers  but  also  by 
those  who  are  not  immediately  connected  with  it  as  an  indus- 
trail  pursuit.  The  State  through  its  County  Farm  Bureaus  and 
the  Extension  Schools  furnished  by  the  State  Agricultural 
College  has  done  a  great  work  in  bringing  certain  kinds  of 
Agricultural  instruction  almost  to  our  very  doors.  But  the 
experience  of  the  past  year  has  proven  that  not  only  should  our 
youth,  who  have  decided  to  devote  their  lives  to  this  kind  of 
work,  have  systematic  training  in  Agriculture,  but  that  every 
community  should  have  an  expert  to  whom  everyone,  farmer 
and  amateur  gardener  alike,  can  go  for  help  and  advice.  It 
is  the  desire  of  those  who  are  responsible  for  this  new  depart- 
ment in  our  school  that  its  influence  should  be  felt  throughout 
the  entire  community. 

Our  Agricultural  classes  have  already  had  practical  experi- 
ence in  picking,  grading,  and  packing  apples,  in  harvesting 
and  storing  vegetables,  and  in  setting  out  fruit  trees  for  dif- 
ferent farmers  and  householders  in  town. 

Mr.  Mayo  has  proven  himself  to  be  the  right  man  in  the  right 
place,  and  I  feel  very  sure  that  Plymouth  people  who  are  fully 
alive  to  the  necessity  of  making  every  available  piece  of  land 
do  its  part  in  winning  the  war  will  find  in  him  a  sympathetic 
and  helpful  adviser. 

The  influence  of  the  world  war  has  been  felt  in  our  school 
life  especially  since  the  United  States  entered  it.  There  has 
been  in  evidence  a  seriousness  of  purpose,  and  a  desire  on  the 
part  of  everyone  to  do  his  bit.  Over  90  of  our  alumni  are 
serving  their  country  either  on  the  field  of  battle,  in  the  Navy, 
or  in  the  training  Camps.  I  do  not  believe  there  has  been  a 
school  in  the  country  that  has  been  more  patriotic  or  has 
done  more  in  proportion  to  its  means  than  the  Plymouth 
High  School.  At  each  call  for  aid  there  has  been  an  eager-  ♦ 
ness  on  the  part  of  everyone  to  help.  $17.50  was  raised  for 
the  Soldiers  and  Sailors  Library  fund;  18  Christmas  boxes 
at  a  cost  of  about  $35.00,  were  sent  to  our  boys  in  France;  4 
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boxes  of  food  were  sent  by  our  Camp  Cooking  class;  our  pu- 
pils have  taken  out  73  Liberty  bonds,  many  of  them  being, 
paid  for  by  what  they  earn  from  week  to  week;  54  have  taken 
thrift  stamp  books;  2,850  Bed  Cross  seals  were  sold;  we  have 
79  members  of  the  Senior  Red  Cross,  and  100  per  cent,  mem- 
bership in  the  Junior  Red  Cross. 

Our  girls  have  knitted  89  sweaters,  82  mufflers,  32  pair  of 
wristers,  41  helmets,  18  face  cloths,  20  pair  of  socks,  9  nurses 
mits,  7  bandages,  and  1  sleeping  cap. 

All  of  this  work  has  had  a  splendid  influence  upon  our  boys 
and  girls  and  will  result  in  a  better  and  higher  type  of  citi- 
zenship. 

'The  demand  for  a  longer  school  day  and  supervised  study 
is  rapidly  increasing  in  this  country,  and  I  wish  again  to 
urge  you  and  the  School  Committee  to  take  means  to  bring 
this  about  in  the  Plymouth  High  School.  The  influence  of* 
our  study  class  has  shown  that  this  would  bring  about  better 
work  and  a  higher  grade  of  scholarship.  This  can  be  done  as- 
soon  as  a  lunch  room  is  established  in  our  building.  In  clos- 
ing, I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  cordial  support 
given  me  by  the  School  Committee  and  yourself,  and  for  the 
loyal  co-operation  of  my  associates  in  making  the  year  a  suc- 
cess,

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REPORT  OF  PRIMARY  SUPERVISOR 


Mr.  Charles  A.  Harris, 
iSuperintendent  of  Schools, 
Plymouth,  Mass. 
Dear  Sir: 

During  the  past  year  our  efforts  have  been  devoted  to  better 
teaching.  Our  aim  is  to  so  organize  the  work  that  we  may  de- 
velop individuality,  that  we  may  teach  the  child,  not  the  class. 

We  have  a  good  course  of  study  and  a  liberal  supply  of  text- 
books, both  of  which  are  of  the  greatest  value  to  the  school.  The 
buildings  are  sanitary,  and  for  the  most  part  well  lighted,  heat- 
ed, and  ventilated,  so  that  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  pupils 
are  well  cared  for.  The  number  of  pupils  per  teacher  is  more 
nearly  ideal  than  ever  before,  a  matter  of  vital  importance  to 
the  efficiency  of  the  schools. 

The  need  of  doing  things  thoroughly  and  intensively  has 
been  emphasized.  Each  teacher  has  been  provided  with  a  Plan 
Book  in  which  to  keep  a  record  of  daily  programs,  and  the 
programs  have  been  arranged  to  provide  work  for  every  group 
of  children,  that  the  greatest  good  may  come  to  the  greatest 
number.  Frequent  periods  for  relaxation  and  physical  exercise 
have  an  important  place  on  the  programs,  as  the  chief  business 
of  small  children  is  to  play  and  grow,  in  order  to  develop  strong, 
healthy  bodies  and  correspondingly  active  minds, 

Nothing  in  the  school  curriculum  has  been  so  subject  to 
change  as  penmanship,  and  nothing  so  difficult  to  find  as  a 
method  adapted  to  the  primary  grades.  It  has  been  proved, 
however,  that  free-arm  movement  in  writing  can  be  obtained  in 
the  lowest  grades,  and  for  that  purpose  the  Clark  system  has 
been  followed.    The  instructions  in  this  method  are  so  definite 
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and  systematic,  that,  with  correct  teaching,  it  is  sure  to  prepare 
pupils  for  the  work  of  the  higher  grades. 

It  seemed  necessary  also  to  select  one  of  the  best  developed 
methods  of  teaching  arithmetic,  providing  each  pupil  above  the 
first  grade  with  a  textbook.  This  has  not  only  proved  benefi- 
cial in  teaching  the  subject,  but  has  saved  much  eye  strain. 

Visiting  schools  to  observe  methods  of  particular  excellence, 
teachers'  meetings  which  permit  of  frank  discussions  of  methods 
and  comparisons  of  work  done,  with  suggestions  as  to  the  cor- 
rection of  errors,  professional  reading,  and  model  lessons  by 
teachers  whose  work  is  notably  successful,  all  help  to  increase 
the  efficiency  of  the  teaching  force. 

But  the  real  success  of  the  school  depends  upon  the  ability 
and  enthusiasm  of  the  teacher.  The  school  is  what  the  teacher 
is.  This  is  particularly  true  of  the  primary  teacher,  and,  her 
life  is  one  of  self-sacrifice  for  this  reason.  The  child  does  not 
come  to  school  merely  to  learn  reading  and  arithmetic  and  the 
other  studies.  Life  is  his  great  problem  which  the  school  must 
help  him  solve.  The  primary  teacher  realizes  her  duty  and  en- 
deavors to  train  the  child  to  think  and  act  for  himself,  to  form 
habits  of  self-control,  thoughtfulness,  industry,  and  regard  for 
others.  She  aims  to  develop  his  power  of  application,  concen- 
tration and  originality.  With  infinite  patience  she  helps  him 
build  up  his  character  that  he  may  gain  a  sure  foundation  for 
good  citizenship,  and  never  was  the  need  of  perfecting  the  Amer- 
can  citizen  more  pressing  than  it  is  at  the  present  time.

REPORT   OF   INSPECTOR   OF   HOME  AND 


SCHOOL  GARDENS.

Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  submit  the  first  report  of  the  work  in  Home  and 
School  gardens. 

The  success  of  the  Home  and  School  gardens  was  due  mainly 
to  the  support  of  Mr.  Harris,  Superintendent  of  Schools  and 
that  of  the  Public  Safety  Committee  and  also  to  the  enthusias- 
tic efforts  of  the  young  gardeners.  Early  in  May,  talks  were 
given  in  the  various  grades  urging  the  children  to  plant  home 
gardens,  and  instructing  them  in  the  selection  of  seeds  and 
proper  location  of  plots.  In  the  Junior  High  School,  seeds 
were  tested  and  the  percentage  of  germination  estimated.  Soils 
from  the  different  gardens  were  brought  in  and  the  litmus 
paper  and  ammonia  water  tests  were  applied  to  detect  sourness, 
indicating  the  need  of  lime.  The  composition  of  fertilizers 
were  studied  familiarizing  the  students  with  their  ingredient 
chemicals  and  their  function  in  plant  production. 

Toward  the  last  of  May  actual  garden  work  began.  The  two 
school  gardens  were  ploughed  and  work  began  in  earnest.  In- 
struction was  continued  in  the  schools  until  the  last  of  June. 
Then  on  July  1  inspection  of  Home  and  School  gardens  was 
undertaken.  The  pupils  had  been  previously  supplied  with 
cards  for  recording  the  location  and  size  of  their  gardens,  the 
variety  of  seeds  planted  and  the  date  of  planting.  Two  hundred 
and  forty  Home  Gardens  and  twenty-one  School  Gardens  were 
enrolled  in  the  Home  and  School  Garden  Contest,  forty-five  of 
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which  were  cared  for  by  girls  and  two-hundred  and  sixteen,  by 
boys.  Of  this  number  thirty-seven  girls  and  one-hundred  boys 
successfully  continued  throughout  the  summer.  The  School 
Garden  Supervisor  made  on  an  average  three  visits  to  each 
Home  Garden  during  the  summer.  Some  received  more  visits 
according,  to  the  need  of  the  individual  case.  The  School  Gar- 
dens were  visited  nearly  every  day  during  the  planting  season 
and  about  three  times  a  week  during  the  rest  of  the  summer. 

During  his  visits  the  Supervisor  taught  the  young  farmers 
what  to  plant,  kept  them  encouraged  during  the  trying  times 
when  their  gardens  were  flooded  with  continued  rain,  explained 
to  them  the  remedies  for  pests,  and  assisted  them  in  applying 
these  remedies,  instructed  them  in  the  succession  of  crops,  in- 
stilled in  them  a  desire  to  increase  their  knowledge  of  agricul- 
tural line  by  urging  them  to  plant  for  profit. 

Accurate  records  were  kept  of  the  gardens  by  a  card  system. 
Those  gardens  were  marked  "excellent"  whose  appearance 
showed  zealous  and  untiring  care  and  whose  crops  were  the 
product  of  interested  effort.  Others  were  rated  "good,"  "fair," 
and  "poor"  according  to  the  judgment  of  the  Supervisor  con- 
cerning their  interest  and  effort  expended.  Of  the  two  hundred 
and  sixty-one  gardens  visited  in  July,  92  per  cent,  showed  im- 
provement at  the  time  of  the  second  visit,  70  per  cent,  were 
rated  "excellent." 

In  the  spring,  much  difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining 
fertilizers  and  seeds  due  to  the  fact  that  many  who  wished  to 
plant  found  it  difficult  to  obtain  the  funds  necessary  to  pur- 
chase them.  Some  gardeners  who  were  confronted  with  this 
obstacle  tried  to  settle  the  question  by  planting  without  ferti- 
lizer at  all.  This  was  later  corrected  by  putting  on  top-dress- 
ing and  working  it  into  the  soil.  The  fault  had  its  good  ef- 
fects, however,  for  it  taught  the  gardeners  as  perhaps  nothing 
else  would,  that  if  they  wished  to  have  good  crops  they  must 
supply  the  plants  with  food.  The  seed  difficulty  was  overcome 
in  part,  by  the  Supervisor  buying  seeds  and  distributing  them 
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where  the  case  was  urgent.  Thirty-seven  dollars  worth  of  seed 
was  bought  and  of  this  amount  all  but  $4.30  was  later  collected 
from  the  boys  and  girls. 

The  hearty  co-operation  and  interest  manifested  by  the  par- 
ents throughout  the  summer  was  a  source  of  much  encourage- 
ment to  the  Supervisor.  Among  the  many  cases  that  came  be- 
fore the  Supervisor's  notice  during  the  summer  which  set  forth 
the  fact  concretely  that  the  end  aimed  at  in  the  Home  and 
School  Garden  project  had  attained  material  form,  is  manifest 
in  the  statement  of  one  of  the  parents  who  said  that  when 
the  Home  and  School  Garden  project  was  advocated,  she  feared 
that  it  was  only  a  passing  whim  and  would  die  with  the  heat  of 
the  summer  and  gave  her  consent  to  her  son's  undertaking 
rather  reluctantly,  but  now  endorses  the  plan,  as  the  Nelson 
Street  Garden  proved  not  only  a  source  of  healthful  employ- 
ment for  her  boy  but  it  afforded  her  many  of  the  succulent 
vegetables  of  the  summer  in  their  season  and-  furthermore  the 
high  cost  of  living  holds  no  terror  for  her  because  her  son  has 
harvested  over  ten  bushel  of  excellent  potatoes. 

The  principal  aims  of  the  Home  and  School  Garden  project 
were  to  stimulate  the  child's  love  for  gardening,  and  to  form  \ 
connecting  link  between  the  school  and  the  home,  as,  in  many 
cases,  its  educational  advantages  are  often  greater  than  its 
economic  advantages. 

There  were  two  School  Gardens — the  Girls'  Garden  at  the 
Junior  High  School  yard  on  Sandwich  Street,  cared  for  by 
three  girls  and  the  Boys'  Garden  at  Nelson  Street  Playgrounds 
conducted  by  eighteen  boys.  The  Girls'  Garden  was  divided 
into  three  plots  measuring  approximately  twenty  by  twenty 
feet  and  was  planted  and  cared  for  by  Florence  Leland,  Paul- 
ine Davee,  and  Doris  MacM'ann.  The  latter  was  awarded  the 
blue  ribbon  for  the  best  kept  garden.  This  garden  attracted 
much  attention  because  of  the  variety  of  vegetables  it  offered. 
Florence  Leland  planted  over  half  her  garden  with  beans  and 
from  three-quarters  of  a  quart,  harvested  six  quarts  of  dried 
beans. 
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The  Boys'  Garden,  located  at  Nelson  Street,  was  a  plot  of 
over  an  acre.  This  was  divided  into  seven  gardens  measuring 
20  feet  by  200  feet,  four  plots  measuring  10  feet  by  200  feet 
and  four  plots  measuring  25  feet  by  25  feet  each.  The  small- 
est plots  were  planted  late  with  turnips  and  cabbage  on  account 
of  the  character  and  situation  of  the  land.  The  larger  gar- 
dens were  planted  with  almost  every  variety  of  vegetables. 
Among  the  varieties  of  vegetables  to  be  found  at  the  garden 
were  potatoes,  tomatoes,  cabbage,  brussells  sprouts,  beets,  tur- 
nips, winter  and  summer  squash,  cucumbers,  celery,  onions, 
radish,  corn,  pumpkins,  lettuce,  carrots,  yellow-eyed,  kidney, 
arlingtou,  cranberry,  butter  and  green  string  beans. 

A  typical  garden  and  one  that  won  first  prize  was  that  of 
George  Banker.  In  it  was  planted  1  3-4  bushels  of  potatoes, 
200  cabbage  plants,  1  dozen  tomato  vines,  several  rows  of  beets, 
turnips,  onion,  carrots  and  a  bed  of  cucumbers. 

Twice  during  the  summer,  members  of  the  Food  Conserva- 
tion Committee  visited  the  School  Gardens  to  judge  the  best 
garden.  For  July,  George  Banker's,  John  O'Keefe's,  and  Alfred 
Muthig's  gardens  were  considered  the  best.  For  August,  the 
best  gardens  were  those  of  Banker,  Beever,  Gunther,  Muthig 
and  Schiel. 

Besides  the  vegetables  that  were  used  in  their  season,  the 
boys  harvested  over  60  bushels  of  potatoes.  Banker  harvested 
16  bushel;  Prince,  5  bushel;  Beever  and  Gunther,  8  bushel; 
Cavallini,  10  bushel;  O'Keefe,  3  bushel;  Armstrong,  5  bushel; 
Wall  and  Doten,  8  bushel;  Lyons,  4  bushel,  and  Schiel,  4  bushe'.

On  Sept.  13,  an  exhibition  of  School  Garden  products  was 
held  in  the  South  Street  Engine  House  and  was  a  decided 
success.  There  were  over  70  individual  displays  and  40  of 
them  showed  from  6  to  8  different  varieties  of  vegetables. 
Some  of  the  uncommon  varieties  were  citron,  German  black 
radish,  white  cucumbers,  ground  cherry,  cherry,  plum  and  pear 
tomatoes,  both  yellow  and  red,  okra,  kohl-rabi,  endive,  winter 
lettuce,  garlic,  Italian  squash,  egg-plant,  and  gumbo.  An  ex- 
hibit of  potatoes  by  Arthur  Fihelly,  attracted  much  attention. 
The  boy  ploughed  the  land  and  took  entire  care  of  the  garden. 
He  harvested  over  60  bu.  of  potatoes.  An  exhibit  of  unusual 
carrots  by  Willis  Collins  was  much  enjoyed,  as  was  also  the 
dried  beans  of  Paul  and  Harold  Prince.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Plymouth : 

I  submit  for  your  approval  my  eleventh  annual  report. 

No  special  work  has  been  taken  up  this  year  as  has  been  cus- 
tomary in  the  past,  but  the  regular  business  of  the  department 
has  gone  on  as  usual. 

As  a  result  of  the  tests  of  the  usefulness  of  the  cloth  win- 
dow screens  made  last  year  and  fully  detailed  in  the  annual 
report  of  the  work  of  1916  four  more  rooms  in  the  Cornish 
building  have  been  equipped  with  these  screens  and  they  are 
proving  satisfactory.  We  now  have  seven  rooms  screened  and 
if  a  few  more  can  be  added  each  year  they  should  soon  be 
exercising  a  noticeable  influence  on  the  welfare  of  the  chil- 
dren both  mental  and  physicial.  All  rooms  are  not  suitable 
for  screening  chiefly  on  account  of  the  lighting,  but  any  room 
which  is  properly  lighted  could  be  satisfactorily  equipped.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  the  advantages  of  this  method  of  introduc- 
ing fresh  air  into  school  rooms  will  not  be  lost  sight  of  in  the 
future. 

What  Medical  Inspection  Includes. 

If  Medical  Inspection  in  our  public  schools  is  to  amount 
to  anything  it  must  be  more  than  perfunctory  examination 
of  pupils  and  record  of  defects,  although  that  is  about  all  that 
the  law  requires.  To  be  really  helpful,  it  must  include  super- 
vision and  regulation  of  the  hygienic  conditions  under  which 
the  children  work,  and  make  special  arrangements  for  the 
care  and  instruction  of  those  which  it  finds  physically  or  men- 
tally handicapped. 

We  have  made  a  beginning  here,  but  only  a  beginning,  nor 
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can  we  go  far  until  we  realize  as  a  community  that  money 
spent  in  this  work  is  merely  invested,  to  be  paid  back  with 
interest  in  health  and  efficiency  of  our  future  citizens. 

What  more  is  Medical  Inspection  doing  for  our  school  chil- 
dren than  inspecting  and  recording  defects  and  what  more  can 
we  do  ? 

Through  informal  talks  given  to  groups  of  teachers  gathered 
at  some  of  the  large  school  centers,  the  school  physician  has  tried, 
by  reporting  something  of  the  wonderfully  inspirational  and  yet 
intensely  practical  material  offered  at  the  three  day  session  of 
the  American  School  Hjgiene  Association  in  Albany  last 
June,  to  bring  new  and  helpful  suggestions  for  the  promotion 
of  child  welfare  to  at  least  some  of  the  grade  teachers.  Such 
talks  should  be  given  oftener  as  they  enlist  the  interest  of  the 
teachers  in  the  work  of  the  school  physician  and  assure  their 
cooperation. 

School  Nurse. 

Through  the  school  nurse  a  large  number  of  treatments  are 
given  the  children  at  the  schools.  This  means  caring  for  cuts, 
burns  and  abrasions,  dressing  ulcers  and  eruptions,  washing 
out  sore  eyes  and  cleansing  discharging  ears  for  those  who 
would  otherwise  receive  no  treatment.  Many  of  these  children 
would  have  to  remain  away  from  school  for  weeks  if  they  were 
not  cared  for  by  the  nurse.  As  it  is  impossible  for  her  to  see 
all  those  who  need  attention  every  day  she  visits  many  homes 
and  shows  the  mother  how  to  carry  out  the  treatment  there. 

It  is  also  a  part  of  the  work  of  the  nurse  to  see  that  children 
who  are  seriously  handicapped  by  adenoids  and  enlarged  ton- 
sils are  relieved,  and  for  those  whose  parents  are  not  able  to 
provide  treatment  she  arranges  to  have  the  work  done  at  the 
hospital  at  a  nominal  cost. 

She  sees  that  children  get  to  the  free  Dental  Clinic  main- 
tained by  the  School  Department,  dispenses  tooth-brushes  and 
powder,  takes  children  who  need  special  treatment  to  Boston 
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hospitals,  discourages  uneleanliness,  talks  about  hygiene  and 
health,  looks  up  absentees  who  are  reported  sick,  keeps  a  watch 
on  contagions  diseases  and  investigates  in  the  homes  instruct- 
ing the  parents  as  to  the  requirements  of  the  Board  of  Health 
in  such  diseases,  and  guards  against  infractions  of  these  rules, 
such  as  remaining  in  school  when  affected  with  a  contagious 
disease  or  after  exposure.  These  are  some  of  the  things  she 
does,  but  not  all  because  it  would  be  impossible  to  name  all 
the  opportunities  for  service  which  may  be  offered  the  school 
nurse  in  the  performance  of  her  duty.  In  the  coming  year 
she  will  be  able  to  do  more  than  in  the  past  as  she  will  have 
a  Dodge  runabout  at  her  disposal  which  will  save  a  great  deal 
of  the  time  that  she  has  had  to  spend  walking  about  from 
school  to  school  and  from  home  to  home. 

During  the  school  year  the  nurse  has  made  592  visits  to 
schools  where  she  has  given  1,394  treatments  and  made  5,990 
individual  inspections  finding  138  cases  of  contagious  disease. 
She  has  also  made  454  visits  to  the  homes  of  the  pupils  where 
she  has  found  37  cases  of  contagious  disease  and  she  has  suc- 
ceeded in  having  9  pupils  suffering,  from  adenoids  and  enlarged 
tonsils  operated  upon.  Twenty-eight  pupils  have  been  taken 
to  physicians  by  her  for  treatments. 

Open  Air  School. 
Many  weak,  under-nourished  or  nervous  children,  sometimes 
on  the  verge  of  St.  Vitus  Dance,  are  found  by  the  school  phy- 
sician at  his  examinations.  The  nurse  goes  into  their  homes 
and  finds  out  how  they  live,  what  they  eat  and  under  what 
conditions  they  sleep,  when  they  go  to  bed  and  how  much  work 
they  are  doing  out  of  school.  Helpful  suggestions  follow  and 
every  effort  is  made  to  improve  the  conditions  but  that  is  not 
enough.  We  should  have  an  open  air  school  for  them.  The 
sum  necessary  to  .equip  such  a  school  would  be  small  compared 
with  the  good  that  it  would  do.  All  that  is  required  is  a  level 
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space  open  to  the  sky  and  so  situated  that  the  school  would  be 
free  from  interruptions  and  distractions  from  outside.  The 
flat  roof  of  a  business  block  would  afford  a  suitable  place  if 
not  too  difficult  to  g,et  at.  There  should  be  an  open  shed 
built  along  one  side  to  afford  a  little  s'helter  and  to  break  the 
wind,  and  it  is  well  to  have  an  ordinary  class  room  to  retire 
to  in  very  severe  weather  or  for  certain  kinds  of  work  which 
cannot  be  done  out  of  doors.  Equipment  consists  of  blankets, 
cots  and  a  specially  constructed  warm  suit  which  protects  the 
whole  body  including  the  feet,  legs  and  head.  There  should 
also  be  some  provision  made  for  serving  simple  forms  of  nour- 
ishing food.  c 


Open  Air  School  in  Albany,  N.  Y. 


It  was  my  good  fortune  to  visit  a  successful  school  of  this 
kind  in  Albany  which  has  long  passed  the  experimental  stage. 
No  more  convincing  proof  of  the  efficiency  of  this  school  could 
have  been  offered  than  the  weight  charts  which  invariably 
showed  a  noticeable  rise  after  admission,  while  the  average 
gain  was  remarkable.  Good,  nourishing  food  and  regular 
hours  of  work,  rest  and  play  in  the  fresh  air  and  sunshine  are 
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saving  many  of  the  children  of  Albany  to  healthy,  useful  lives 
every  year  who  would  otherwise  be  lost  to  the  city,  at  least,  as 
useful  citizens.  The  children  of  this  school  hardly  lose  a  ses- 
sion in  the  open  air  throughout  the  school  year.  They  thrive 
on  zero  weather,  and  snow  only  makes  them  happier.  I  can 
think  of  no  one  thing  that  would  be  likely  to  do  a  greater 
amount  of  good  than  such  a  school  where  these  pale,  listless 
children  with  pinched,  expressionless  faces  could  go.  With, 
enough  good  wholesome  food  and  regular  hours  of  work,  rest 
and  play  out  of  doors  the  transformation  that  would  take  place 
would  more  than  repay  the  town  the  small  cost  of  providing  for 
these  unfortunate  children  who  through  no  fault  of  their  own 
are  missing  the  joy  of  childhood  and  being  handicapped  for 
the  future.  Some  of  them  are  motherless,  others  live  a  hand 
to  mouth  existence  because  both  parents  work  all  day  away 
from  home,  and  some  are  the  victims  of  incompetence. 

Dr.  John  B.  Hawes,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Hospitals  for  Consumptives  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  says 
that  his  own  ideas  for  the  future,  which  he  hopes  to  live  long 
enough  to  see  realized  in  part,  at  least,  would  include  : 

"Open-air  schools  for  all  children,  instead  of  waiting  as  we 
now  do  until  the  child  gets  sick  before  we  give  him  the  fresh 
air  he  needs.  The  stupid  policy  to  which  we  still  adhere  in 
this  regard  I  trust  in  ten  years  will  be  looked  upon  as  a  relic 
of  barbarism/' 

We  are  referring  pretubercular  children  who  are  not  being 
cared  for,  to  the  public  dispensary  maintained  by  the  Board  of 
Health  where  they  are  kept  under  observation  as  long  as  nec- 
essary. During  this  time  they  come  to  the  dispensary  once  a 
week  where  they  are  carefully  examined  for  signs  of  actual 
disease. 

'Their  temperature  is  taken  and  they  are  weighed  regularly 
and  medicine  prescribed  if  needed.  Parents  are  urged  to  come 
with  the  children  and  they  are  given  instruction  about  physi- 
cal exercise,  food,  sleeping  and  general  hygienic  measures.  The 
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child  who  obtained  admission  through  the  dispensary  to  the 
State  Sanatorium  at  Westfield  has  returned  well  and  strong 
after  an  absence  of  more  than  a  }rear  and  is  now  in  school 
again. 

What  Can  be  Done  for  the  Deaf  Child. 

Deaf  children  are  usually  discovered  by  the  teacher  in  her 
routine  examination  of  hearing  and  eyesight,  but  testing  is 
difficult  in  the  first  and  second  grades,  and  the  defect  is 
sometimes  discovered  in  some  other  way.  A  child  is  some- 
times referred  to  the  school  physician  because  he  does  not  talk 
plainly.  Examination  reveals  nothing  wrong  with  the  organs 
of  speech.  In  fact,  with  a  little  patient  instruction,  the 
strange,  unintelligible  sounds  which  he  makes  may  be  replaced 
by  fairly  plain  words.  The  child  does  not  speak  distinctly 
because  he  has  never  heard  clearly.  How  should  he  reproduce 
words  which  have  never  come  to  him  as  anything  but  vague, 
uncertain  sounds?  'The  parents  are  notified  of  the  deafness 
through  the  nurse  who  sees  that  treatment  is  provided,  and 
the  teacher,  having  been  informed  about  the  defect  which  is 
the  source  of  the  trouble,  gives  the  child  a  better  opportunity 
for  hearing  words  properly  and  distinctly  spoken,  thus  doing 
her  part  towards  helping  him  overcome  his  faulty  enuncia- 
tion. Sometimes  little  can  be  done  in  the  way  of  treatment 
for  defective  hearing  but  the  teacher  can  help  those  who  are 
handicapped  in  this  way  if  she  knows  of  the  defect. 

The  day  will  come  when  we  shall  have  a  special  school  for 
the  hopelessly  deaf.  By  patient,  intelligent  training,  chil- 
dren who  are  totally  deaf  are  being  taught  to  do  practically 
everything  the  hearing  children  can  do,  so  that  instead  of  be- 
ing doomed  to  social  ostracism  and  humiliating  dependency, 
they  are  filling  their  places  in  life  as  competent,  self-support- 
ing, self-respecting  citizens. 

There  is  no  longer  any  excuse  for  allowing  children  who 
have  had  the  misfortune  to  be  deaf  to  grow  up  little  better 


than  imbeciles,  and  it  is  criminal  to  allow  them  to  do  so,  for 
it  has  been  demonstrated  that  they  can  acquire  all  the  refine- 
ments and  accomplishments  of  which  a  trained  mind  is  capa- 
ble, even  music.  A  Xew  York  school  for  the  deaf  has  a  mili- 
tary band  composed  of  men  all  but  a  few  of  whom  are  totally 
deaf  and  they  play  in  perfect  time  and  in  excellent  tune. 

Defective  Eyesight. 

Defective  eyesight,  when  found  by  teachers  in  the  test  pre- 
scribed by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  is  '  reported  to  the 
parents  only  when  less  than  20-30  or  two-thirds  normal.  A 
pupil  may  have  as  little  as  two-thirds  normal  eyesight  in  one 
or  even  both  eyes  and  the  parents  will  not  be  notified  of  the 
defect.  In  the  list  of  diseases  and  defects  at  the  end  of  the 
report  may  be  found  the  entire  number  of  children  found  to 
have  less  than  normal  vision  (20/20)  in  either  one  or  both 
eye,  namely,  257.  There  are  undoubtedly  many  errors  made 
in  testing  which  is  rather  unreliable  with  very  young  children 
and  certain  types  of  older  ones,  but  this  is  more  than  offset 
by  the  number  of  those  who  have  normal  vision  but  who  are 
farsighted,  getting  their  good  sight  by  straining.  Of  this 
number,  then,  who  have  eye  defects  which  may  be  future  if 
they  are  not  present  sources  of  annoyance  and  discomfort, 
only  136  or  52.9  per  cent,  wear  correcting  lenses  and  many  of 
these  lenses  'have  been  worn  for  so  long  that  their  usefulness 
is  questionable.  Many  children  with  seriously  defective  eye- 
sight are  going  uncorrected  because  their  parents  cannot  af- 
ford to  provide  glasses  or  are  indifferent,  and  some  because 
they  will  not  wear  glasses.  '  It  has  not  infrequently  happened 
that  time  and  money  have  been  wasted  in  getting  glasses  for 
children  who  persistently  refused  to  wear  them,  and  experi- 
ence has  shown  that  it  is  wiser  to  let  the  parents,  however 
needy,  pay  at  least  a  part  of  the  cost  of  the  glasses,  thus  in- 
suring their  interest  in  the  enterprise.    Even  with  the  help  of 
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the  parents  it  is  not  worth  while  to  try  to  make  a  child  who 
has  a  dislike  for  glasses  wear  them  when  there  are  so  many 
who  need  them  and  are  glad  to  get  them. 

The  Subnormal  Child. 

We  are  always  on  the  watch  for  the  child  who  is  mentally 
subnormal,  for  his  position  among  his  normal  companions  is 
most  unhappy.  He  has  no  possible  chance  to  keep  pace  with 
them  in  the  school  work  no  matter  how  hard  he  tries.  Fail- 
ure and  perhaps  undeserved  punishment  are  his  lot,  promotion 
passes  him  by  and  still  he  struggles  on  in  the  lower  grades 
grown  almost  to  manhood. 

Fortunately  we  can  now  place  such  a  child  where  his  work 
can  be  adapted  to  the  special  requirements  of  his  particular 
mind.  Awakened  interest  in  his  work  takes  the  place  of 
hopeless  confusion  and  accomplishments  replaces  failure. 

Eye  and  Ear'  Clinic. 

As  mentioned  in  the  report  for  last  year,  the  School  De- 
partment expected  to  open  a  Saturday  morning  clinic  in  the 
Governor  Bradford  building  for  the  treatment  of  eye  and  ear 
diseases  and  defects,  but  it  was  found  necessary  to  postpone 
the  opening  at  least  until  another  year.  In  the  mean  time, 
such  children  as  need  service  of  either  kind  have  been  cared 
for  at  the  office  of  the  school  physician.  102  treatments  have 
been  given  during  the  year,  of  which  75  were  for  diseases  of 
the  eye  and  27  for  ear  diseases.  'Twenty  children  with  errors 
of  refraction  were  examined  and  in  twelve  cases  glasses  were 
procured. 

Contagious  Disease. 

There  have  been  rather  more  contagious  diseases  than  usu- 
al both  in  number  and  variety.    Hardly  a  month  has  passed 
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without  at  least  one  ease  of  diphtheria  being  reported  although 
it  has  never  reached  the  proportions  of  an  epidemic. 

"Whooping  cough  has  been  troublesome  on  account  of  the 
long  period  of  exclusion  and  there  have  been  some  cases  of 
chicken  pox  and  scarlet  fever.  German  measles  has  been  very 
prevalent.  In  June  there  were  many  children  out  of  school 
with  this  disease  in  the  north  part  of  the  town.  It  seems  to 
have  continued  through  the  summer  vacation  and  there  were 
a  large  number  of  pupils  affected  at  the  close  of  the  year.  For- 
tunately the  period  of  exclusion  for  this  disease  is  short  but  as 
the  period  of  incubation  is  long  those  who  have  been  exposed 
must  be  excluded  two  weeks  in  order  to  avoid  the  possibility 
of  their  coming  down  with  the  disease  in  school  and  exposing 
others.  This  exclusion  of  exposed  children  is  difficult  and  re- 
quires a  great  deal  of  investigation  in  the  homes  by  the  nurse.

These  figures  show  a  gratifying  increase  in  the  number  of 
treatments  at  the  clinic  for  the  past  year,  but  the  great  num- 
ber of  children  having  more  or  less  defective  teeth  (1,163) 
as  shown  in  the  statement  of  diseases  and  defects  at  the  end 
of  this  report,  makes  the  work  accomplished  seem  small  in 
comparison.  Of  course,  the  work  actually  done  in  the  clinic 
does  not  represent  all  that  is  being  done.  It  has  shown  that 
the  examination  of  the  mouths  of  the  children  and  the  notices 
sent  to  parents  result  in  many  having  private  treatment  but 
there  are  still  a  great  many  for  wlhom  we  can  do  nothing  at 
present. 

At  a  meeting,  of  the  dentists  who  do  the  work  of  the  clinic, 
last  November,  those  present  wished  to  urge  upon  the  School 
Committee  the  absolute  necessity  of  employing  a  trained  den- 
tal nurse  if  anything  adequate  is  to  be  accomplis'hel  in  the  way 
of  dealing  with  the  situation  here.  Suc*h  a  nurse  would  be 
competent  to  clean  mouths.  This  does  not  mean  ordinary 
cleansing  of  the  teeth  with  a  tooth  brush;,  but  a  much  more 
thorough  process  requiring  technical  knowledge  and  skill.  She 
would  also  be  able  to  give  valuable  instruction  in  oral  hygiene 
and  its  relation  to  general  health.  With  such  a  nurse  working 
full  time  and  a  paid  dentist  working  part  time,  the  men  who 
are  now  doing  this  work  feel  that  the  mouths  of  our  school 
children  might  be  properly  cared  for  and  a  remarkable  in- 
crease in  health  and  efficiency  demonstrated,  for  only  in  this 
way  can  they  receive  the  full  benefit  of  their  school  work. 

The  people  of  the  Commonwealth  are  beginning  to  appre- 
ciate what  an  enormous  amount  of  human  energy  is  being  lost 
to  the  State  through  the  neglect  of  the  mouths  of  the  children. 
House  Bill  No.  559,  if  it  becomes  a  law,  will  make  the  ap- 
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pointnient  of  one  or  more  school  dentists  for  each  of  its  public 
schools  by  the  School  Committee  of  every  city  and  town,  man- 
datory. Plymouth  has  not  waited  to  be  ordered  before  taking 
action  in  this  matter  but  we  shall  soon  be  overtaken  if  we  are 
too  easily  satisfied  with  what  we  are  doing.  Let  us  keep  in 
the  lead.

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REPORT  OF  FIRE  COMMISSIONER 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

The  report  for  the  year  1917  covers  the  first  full  calendar 
year  of  the  department  since  its  re-organization  and  control 
under  the  commissioner  appointed  in  accordance  with  the  act 
establishing  the  new  form  of  government. 

During  the  year  the  new  motor  apparatus  purchased  by 
vote  of  the  town  in  1916  was  received  and  placed  in  commis- 
sion. The  unsettled  manufacturing  conditions  throughout  the 
country  made  it  not  only  impossible  for  the  builders  of  the  ap- 
paratus to  ship  the  three  pieces  at  one  and  the  same  time,  but 
their  delivery  was  greatly  delayed. 

The  Combination  Chemical  and  Hose  Truck  was  the  first 
to  arrive  and  after  the  usual  test  given  new  machines  was 
placed  in  commission  January  31.  This  machine  has  a  four 
cylinder  motor  and  is  equipped  with  the  tanks  from  the  horse 
drawn  chemical  formerly  in  the  service,  and  the  balance  of  the 
equipment,  ladders,  axes,  crowbars,  and  extinguishers,  etc. 
was  furnished  by  the  manufacturers.  A  set  of  gears,  clutch, 
etc.,  to  which  can  be  fitted  a  centrifugal  pump  of  350  gallon 
capacity  is  also  a  part  of  the  chassis,  and  such  a  pump  should 
be  purchased  and  attached  at  an  early  date  so  as  to  provide  the 
town  with  the  additional  pumping  engine  capacity. 

The  Ladder  Truck  was  the  second  machine  to  arrive  and 
was  put  in  commission  on  January  31.  The  truck  is  known  as 
a  €ity  Service  type  equipped  with  a  six  cylinder  motor,  and 
the  ladder  equipment  consists  of  one  5  5 -feet  and  one  40-feet 
extension  ladder;  one  30-feet?  one  28-feet,  two  25-feet,  and  one 
12-feet  straight  ladders;  one  16-feet  and  one  18-feet  roof  lad- 
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ders;  and  one  16-feet  inside  extension  ladder.  In  addition  to 
the  ladder  equipment  the  truck  carries  the  usual  equipment  of 
hand  extinguishers,  axes,  plaster  hooks,  door  openers,  etc. 

The  Combination  Hose  and  Pumping  Engine  which  arrived 
March  9th  was  given  a  very  rigid  inspection  and  test  by  offi- 
cials of  the  New  England  Insurance  Exchange  on  March  17. 
After  a  continuous  run  of  six  hours  the  records  showed  the 
pump  to  have  exceeded  the  guarantee  of  the  manufacturers. 

On  March  21st  a  public  test  and  exhibition  of  the  Pumping 
Engine  was  held  at  Town  Brook  to  give  an  opportunity  to  the 
citizens  of  the  town  to  see  the  Pump  in  action.  Chiefs  and 
heads  of  departments  from  neighboring  cities  and  towns  were 
also  present  upon  invitation. 

After  the  usual  technical  test  was  completed  and  the  ability 
of  the  pump  to  withstand  continuous  service  at  excessive  press- 
ures demonstrated,  an  opportunity  was  given  to  show  the  ma- 
chine's flexibility  and  ease  of  operation  in  the  more  spectacu- 
lar performance  of  delivering  single  and  siamesed  streams  for 
height  and  distance. 

With  the  acceptance  of  the  Pumping  Engine  the  horses  sta- 
bled in  the  -Central  House  were  disposed  of  and  the  horse- 
drawn  apparatus,  with  the  exception  of  the  Amoskeag  Steam- 
er, was  transferred  to  the  North  Station.  Steamer  No.  3  and 
the  Eeserve  Steamer  from  the  North  Station  were  delivered  to 
the  Seagrave  Company  as  a  part  of  the  agreement  made  at  the 
time  the  motor  apparatus  was  purchased. 

ORGANIZATION. 

On  May  1st  a  general  reorganization  of  the  department  was 
made  with  changes  in  the  assignment  of  members  and  addi- 
tional men  assigned  to  the  Permanent  Force.  A  running  card 
was  issued  which  called  for  the  motor  apparatus  quartered  in 
the  Central  Station  answering  all  first  alarms,  the  men  as- 
signed to  the  Central  Station  answering  the  alarms  covered  by 
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this  station  and  the  men  at  the  North  Station  answering  the 
alarms  in  that  territory,  but  using  the  apparatus  from  the  Cen- 
tral Station.  On  second  and  third  alarms  the  apparatus  from 
the  North  Station  responds,  together  with  the  Amoskeag 
Steamer  from  the  Central  Station,  arrangements  having  been 
made  whereby  the  North  Station  apparatus  would  be  drawn  by 
horses  and  the  Amoskeag  by  the  Combination  Chemical  acting 
as  tractor.

With  the  motor  apparatus  in  commission  and  the  additional 
men  assigned  to  the  Permanent  Force,  together  with  the  ap- 
paratus from  the  Central  Station  answering  all  first  alarms, 
the  men  assigned  for  duty  with  the  North  Station  Companies 
was  reduced  in  number  and  the  men  dropped  given  an  honor- 
able discharge  from  the  service. 

Deputy  Chief  Brewster  resigned  on  September  27  to  accept 
a  responsible  position  with  the  Plymouth  Cordage  Company, 
and  his  position  was  filled  by  the  promotion  of  Captain  Hatton. 

During  the  year  there  were  five  other  resignations,  one  dis- 
charge, and  seven  appointments  in  the  Permanent  Force.  Three 
members  of  the  Call  Force  were  granted  leave  of  absence  to 
serve*  with  the  colors  and  are  now  under  orders  in  the  U.  S. 
Army. 
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HOSE. 

The  hose  of  the  department  needing,  repairs  has  been  thor- 
oughly overhauled  and  tested,  the  work  being  more  easily  done 
with  the  aid  of  the  combination  hose  testing,  machine  installed 
last  year. 

Five  hundred  feet  of  new  hose  has  been  purchased  during 
the  year  and  the  department  has  on  hand  4,000  feet  of  hose  in 
good  condition.  More  hose  should  be  purchased  the  coming 
year  as  several  hundred  feet  now  in  service  is  rapidly  deterior- 
ating. 

HYDRANTS. 

The  usual  inspection  of  the  hydrants  and  preparation  for 
freezing  weather  conditions  was  made  by  the  permanent  mem- 
bers of  the  department. 

During  the  year  several  hydrants  have  been  damaged  by  au- 
tomobile accidents  and  the  department  has  collected  cash  to 
cover  the  expense  of  repairing  the  same. 

One  new  hydrant  on  Savery's  Lane  Extension  has  been  added 
to  the  system  and  six  new  hydrants  set  to  replace  those  damaged 
by  accidents  or  changes  in  street  widenings. 

FIRE  ALARM  SYSTEM. 

The  number  of  signal  boxes  and  locations  remain  as  last 
year,  and  the  usual  attention  and  care  has  been  given  to  main- 
tain the  system  at  its  maximum  value. 

BUILDINGS. 

The  changes  in  the  Central  'Station  required  to  properly 
house  the  additional  members  assigned  to  the  Permanent  Force 
have  been  completed  and  a  new  sleeping  room  and  an  office  for 
the  Commissioner  added  on  the  second  floor. 


/ 
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An  enclosure  on  the  main  floor  with  a  desk  equipped  with 
the  Fire  Alarm  punch  register  and  re-winder,  telephone,  and 
Universal  Transmitter  Box  has  been  provided  for  the  Patrol. 

The  room  in  the  rear  of  the  stalls  is  now  used  as  a  social 
and  lounging  room  for  all  members  of  the  Department. 

New  connections  with  the  steam  heating  system  provides 
ihot  water  for  the  men  during  the  cold  weather  at  a  minimum 
cost,  and  a  new  gas  heater  supplies  the  fuel  for  heating  the 
water  during  the  summer  months. 


INSPECTION  OF  BUILDINGS,  ETC. 

The  hotels  and  lodging  houses  have  been  inspected  as  re- 
quired by  the  State  Police  and  the  reports  filed  at  the  State 
House.  In  nearly  every  case  the  requirements  were  found  to 
(have  been  anticipated  by  the  owners  and  those  needing  altera- 
tions to  meet  the  State  requirements  have  been  properly  attend- 
ed to. 

Inspections  of  garages  have  continued  and  the  regulations 
found  to  have  been  more  carefully  respected. 

Permits  to  sell  fireworks,  fire  crackers,  etc.  were  not  granted 
during  1917  on  advice  from  the  State  authorities  and  the  usual 
celebrations  on  the  Fourth  of  July  lacked  in  a  measure  these 
accompaniments.

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EE  COMMENDATIONS. 

The  Commissioner  appreciates  the  present  period  of  high 
costs  and  does  not,  therefore,  ask  for  any  appropriation  to 
cover  what  might  be  termed  improvements  or  additions  to  the 
present .  equipment. 

The  establishing  of  a  set  of  building  regulations,  or  at  least 
making  a  beginning,  is  again  recommended,  however,  so  that  the 
town  may  have  regulations  which  will  prevent  the  erection  and 
alteration  of  buildings  without  regard  for  the  safety  of  the  oc- 
cupants and  the  neighboring  buildings. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  centralizing,  of  the  apparatus  at  the  Central  Station, 
the  answering  of  all  first  alarms  hj  the  Companies  quartered 
there,  the  additional  men  appointed  to  the  Permanent  Force, 
the  placing  in  service  of  the  New  Motor  Apparatus,  and  the 
strict  discipline  maintained  throughout  the  Department  have 
resulted  in  a  more  efficient  and  capable  organization  than 
Plymouth  has  heretofore  enjoyed. 

The  Commissioner  appreciates  the  co-operation  extended  his 
department  by  the  other  departments  of  the  town  as  well  as 
that  of  the  men  in  the  service,  and  acknowledges  the  same.
